FLAMES IN KEY WEST. 


The Greater Portion of the City Laid Waste 
by a Fire Which the Firemen Were Power- 
less to Control—The Loss Estimated at 


$1,500,000 and the Insurance Barely | 


$100,000. 

New York, March 30.—[Special. ]|—The 
Herald’s special from Key West, Fla., says a 
terrible fire devastated that town today, 
destroying the principal part of it. Six 
wharves, five brick warehouses, and many 
dwellings were destroyed, and about fifteen 
persons were injured, of whom six were 
taken to the marine hospital and 
the others on board the men-of-war. 
The fire was discovered in the San 
Carlos Theatre by the waicbman. The interior 
of the buliding was then in flames, and a strong 
southeasterly wind fanned them into such 
nerceness that the adjoining buildings were 
soon on fire, and within an hour the 
entire block bounded by Duvall, Fieming, 
and Southard streets, was entirely destroyed, 
The only steam flre-engine owned by the city 
was disabled, and, nearly all the cisterns being 
dry, the firemen were powerless. Detacb- 
ments of sailors and marines from the men-of- 
war in the barbor were sent on shore and ren- 
dered excelient service, and in order to arrest 
the progress of the flames they biew up several 
buildings, succeeding in their efforts about 3 
o’clock in the afternoon, 

After burning the first block the fire took a 
northwesterly course to Elizabeth street. 
Sweeping everything before it down to the 
wharves. The heat was so intense that both 
firemen and sailors were severely injured, and 


in instances where any gallant attempts to 
prevent its spread were made, without the 


use of powder, injury by burns followed. No. 


lives were lost as far as can be ascertained 
now. 

By the use of large quantities of gun cotton 
in blowing up buildings, and the fire reach ng 
the water's edge, it was controlled at 8 o'clock. 
From Front street to Whitehead is entirely in 
ruins, as is the water front from the 
naval to Curry’s wharf, including warehouses 
and coal-sheds. Everything is completely 
destroyed. Ellinger & Co., Kelly & Co., Navarro 
& Co., Gregory Anguto, and Alfonso & Co. “s 
cigar factories, and White, Fogarty & Johnson, 
Sawyer, Weatherford, Delaney, Sweeney, Still- 
man & Ledwith, Philbrick Tift's bank, Key 
West City-Hali, Richard Curry, Cruesoe & Co., 
Key West NewsjCompany, the icehouse. and all 
other merchants are burned out. The caurches 
and newspaper offices are gutted, and the en- 
tire lower portion of the island presents a 
scene of utter ruin and desolauon. 

Tbe seamen from the Powhattan, the Brook- 
lyn, and the Dix cannot be praised too much 
for efficient and valuable services rendered. 
Capt. Beardsley of the first-named vessel was 
seriously prostrated, but is recovering. 

The damage to property is estimated at 
$1,500,000. The insurance is believed to be 
not exceeding $100,000. Individual losses 
cannot be Known, but terrible sufferings and 
priviations will be entailed. Between 3,000 
and 4,000 people are thrown out of em- 
ployment by the burning of the factories, 
and no provision can be made for the 
large number rendered homeless. The United 
States Court Building and its records are con- 
sumed. The cther Government officers re- 
moved their records early to the revenue 
steamer Dix, where a number of people have 
taken refuge and are being cared for by the 
officers. 


Three Lives Lost in the Flames. 

BRONSON, Mich., March 30.—| Special. |—Tnhis 
morning at 8 o'clock tre destroyed the Matte- 
son street block of stores and dwellings. Turee 
lives were lost ana several persons were in- 
jured. Mrs. Timothy Hurley and ber 15-year- 
old daughter were burned to death while try- 
ing to escape. Mrs. Hurley gave birth to a 
child during the fire. The charred body of the 
infant was found by herside. Mr. Hurley and 
three children—a boy aged 10, another aged 16, 
and a baby 8 years old—were severely burned. 
Charles Strachly. a servant employed by Hur- 
ley, was badly burt by jumping through tne 
transom over the door. Mr. Hurley's father 
escaped with several bad but not serious 
burns. Hurley’s financial loss is $8,000; Law- 
dey & Dechute, J. Haight, Post & Dean, $2,000 
each; W. A. Douglass, $1.000. The total in- 
surance is less than $5,000. 


Minor Losses by Fire.

WELL-ARMED COMMUNISTS. 


A Belief Among Gun-Dealers that the Rab- 
id Element of the Communistic School Are 
Amply Supplied with Weapons and Ammu- 
nition. 


The Southwestern labor troubles are respon- 


sible for rumors which have been ia circula- 
tion in this city to the effect that the Commun- 
istic, Anarchistic, and Socialistic societies were 
secretly arming the members in order to be 
prepared to assert their rights at the proper 
time. Inquiry by “a TRisUNE reporter at vari- 
ous gun-stores elicited some interesting opin- 
ions. ‘Our sales of revolvers and Winchester 
rifles have increased somewhat recently.“ said 
one dealer, but the men buying arms are 
wealthy and making the . purchases for pistol 
and rifie practice as a sport.“ A well-known 
dealer on State street said: 

1 think the Socialists of this city are 
already more than well fixed, both in the mat- 
ter of firearms and ammunition. At the time 
of the labor troubles of five or six years ago, 
when the Tobey Battery was equipped and the 
Burlington Road demonstrations were made, 
the different Socialistic organizaticns fully 
supplied themselves with guns and ammuni- 
tion. 

“You know that to be so?“ 

“Most assurediy, for I supplied many of 
them myself.“ : 

How did you know they were Socialists?“ 

„ Wuy. they told meso. They made no bones’ 
about it whatever. Their committees came 
in bere and purchased stands of rifies consist- 
ing of all the way from fifty to 100 guns, and 
large supplies of ammunition, which they said 
their organizations would use when the time 
arrived. Their purcbases were loaded into a 
wagon, under their own direction, and carted 
away, where to I do not know.” 

„Have they been purchaging of late?’ 

„Not that 1 know of. Our trade bas in- 
creased a little in this line of goods within the 
last month, but not to aur noticeable extent 
beyond that which we yearly anticipate. 

A partner in one of the largest firearm 
houses on the South Side sad: For three 
years past the Communists have been quietly 
arming themselves and laying in an abundant 
supply of ammunition. Within the last year 
we have sold them in the neigubqrhood of 100 
Winchesters, costing from $13 to $15 each, and 
twice that number of ‘bulldog’ revolvers. 
They come in in groups of two or three at a 
time and open the conversation by saying 
that they bave recently joined a rifle or shoot- 
ing club and want àa gun or revoiver for target- 
shooting. They make their purchases, and per- 
haps two weeks later one of the same party 
will come back with two or three ‘new gun- 
club members,” who want to buy a rifle and 
some ammunition. It is not bard work to spot 
them. We can tell them by their actions, their 
remarks, and their general appearance, and I 
venture to say that today the Socialist bodies 
in this city have all the arms, powder, and ball 
they would require forastubborn and bloody 


battle.“

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MR. YERKES TALKS. 


HOW HE OBTAINED CONTROL OF THE 
NORTH SIDE RAILWAY. 


Facts Never Before. Given to the Public— 
The Policy of the New Management— 
No Further Changes in QOfficers—He 
Paid $600 Per Share, the Dividend of 
April 1 Being Included—Mr, Ferd W. 
Peck’s Statement of His Negotiations 
with Mr. Turner. 


Mr. Charles T. Yerkes, the new Presi- 
dent of the North Chicago City Railway Com- 
pany, bas returned from Philadelphia, and a 
TRIBUNE reporter found him in bis office yes- 
terday afternoon. 

‘Is it your intention,“ he was asked, to 
take an active pare in the running of the 
road?“ : 

Les.“ be replied, I sball give it almost 
my entire attention.’’ 

Will you make any changes in the manage- 
ment?“ 

“The only change I intend to make I have 
already made. Mr. Turner was not only Presi- 
dent, but Superintendent. I have appointed 
Mr. Fred L. Treedy Superintendent. He has 
been assistant for a number of years, and I 
feel that bis promotion was merited.“ 

Have you any extensions in view?” 

„The Council recently passed ordinances 
authorizing us to lay down three different lines 
of track, and we will commencd work on them 
as soon as the weather becomes settied. One 
line extends from Fullerton avenue to the 
river on Halsted street, another on Market 
street from Chicago avenue to lilinois and 
Michigan, and thence to Welle street. We will 
also construct a line from Graceland to the 


school-bouse, commencing this line first. The 
material for building these lines is in the yards, 
all ready to be bauiled to the ground.“ 

Will there be any change in the policy of 
the company?”’ 

We will try to make the public happy, ap- 
preciating, in doing that, we are doing a good 
thing for the road as well. Itis my intention 
to develop the running capacity of the road 
to its fullest extent. We have ready now 
thirty-nine cars which have never been on the 
strect, and they will be used whenever needed, 
and distributed among the lines chat require 
them.”’ 

“It is said you have been in the railroad 
business before?“ 

es, I bave been actively engaged in horse 
railroads most ot my business life.“ 

“What about the purchases of the stock? 
A good many statements bave been made 
about that; can you say auything to me in re- 
gard to it?’’ 

J bave refused all along to give any par- 
ticulars about that matter because it wasa pri- 
vate transaction, and I didn’t feel that it con- 
cerned the public. Still, there has been 80 
much said that I don't mind giving you some 
facts. I bad bad my eye on the North Chicago 
City Railway property for a long time. When I 
beard that Mr. Turner and Mr. Rehm were dis- 
posed to sell out their interests, I calied on 
Mr. Rebm in regard to it, Mr. Turner being 
away. He told me that I could buy a con- 
trolling interest in the stock, and I arranged 
with bim that, in case an examination of the 
accounts were satisfactory, we would make a 
trade. Mr. Rehm threw the doors 
wide open to me, and I went 
through everything, and was perfectly satis- 
fied. I then closed the bargain with bim, 
he being authorized to act for Mr. Turner. 
Payment was to be made in cash, and I was to 
have until the Ist ot Aprit to make it in. It 
being a larger transaction than I could handle 
alone, 1 determined to offer to some parties a 
portion of the stock. Of course, I picked out 
persous whol gnew would appreciate a good 
horse railroad, and who would be apt to have 
the ready money. These persons I found, and, 
on my representation, they conciuded to take 
what stock Il was willing to let them have. 
The payments were ail made last week; the 
the stock was settled for and deiivered.”’ 

Can you tell me who the new stockholders 
are? 

No, I. would have no right to do that. But 
I can say to you that they are in the great ma- 
jority Cnicago peopie.”’ 

It is said that you were acting for a Phila- 
delphia syndicate composed of W. L. RIKins, 
P. A. B. Widner, and William Kemble?” 

“That is not so. Some of the papers have 
published statements that were very unfair 
and very contrary to the facts. They have 
made some very unkind remarks and assertions 
they had no right to make. But 1 suppose 
when a man comes before the pubiie be must 
expect to be handled that way by a _ cer- 
tain class of people. 1 was acting 
tor no one but myself. The scheme 
was my own entirely, and was not thought of 
by the parties who joined me until I offered 
them an interest in the stock. Mr. Kembie bas 
no interest whutever in the vompany. Mr. 
Elkins and Mr. Widner have. My reasons for 
inducing them to join the company were two- 
fold. First, they are men of very large means, 
and, second, they are thoroughly acquainted 
with the borse-railroad business, and are most 
valuable adjuncts. There are no people in 
Philadelphia who have done so much for the 
improvement and building up of the c.ty as 
Mr. Elkins and Mr. Widner. They have erected 
thousands of houses there. 

* You really mean thousands?” 

„es, I can say to you they have erected 
several thousands. They have built up whole 
neighborhoods, particulary with houses like 
those that rent bere tor from $50 to $75 a 
month. They have aiso built many larger 
dwellings. Their pian is to take up a large 
tract of ground and erect houses which rent 
forasmall sum, and in that way buiid up 
territory that had not been peopied before. 
Their operations bave generally been in the 
northwestern part of the city. These houses 
are unique in design, very attractive, and 
have all the modern improvements that are 
used in dwellmgs. 

Are they going to do anything of that kind 
here? 

** What they may do after coming to Chica- 
go and looking the ground over I am unabie to 
say. I don’t think they have even seen the 
North Chicago Railroad. Although they have 
invested a large amount of money in it they 
know nothing about it further than what I 
have stated. 

“Will you tell me the price paid for the 
stock?“ 

As I bave told you so much I guess I might 
as well tell you that. It was $600 a share, the 
dividend that is payable the Ist of April going 
with it.“ 

Be a little more explicit?” “ 

** As the dividend was declared after I had 
arranged to make the trade of coursel re- 
ceived the dividend on the stock I purchased. 
It was 5 per cent.” 


Ferd W. Peck’s Negotiations with 

Messrs. Turner and Rehm. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., March 28.—(|Editor of 
The Tribune.|—THE TRIBUNE of last Friday, 
containing an article on the first page about 
the control of the North Side Street Railway, 
bas just reached me.

„v. C. Turner by written contract agreed to 
gell to W. L. Peck, Ferd W. Peck, and others 
certain shares ot stock of the North Chicago 
City Railway Company at à price named. 
Within the time agreed upon these parties 
tendered to V. C. Turner the purchase price, 
in exact accordance with the agreemeut, which 
he declined to accept and refused to deliver 
the stock.

The Board of Trade A 
Whether President Wright 
His Authority While in of Political

President A. M. Wright and the Real-Estate

property. Mr. Wright, who was carried into 
power on the reform plank, has been pay- 
ing very close attention to his execu- 
live duties, even to the employment 
and discharging of minor employés 
about the building. The Real-Estate 

Committee, consisting of James H. Milne, 

George Brine, and Ed Norton, are of opinion 

that such matters fall within their jurisdicaon, 

and that the President is stepping somewhat 
over the bounds of his office. The whole 
trouble has arisen over the discharge by Mr. 

Wright of an old darky known as Scotty.“ 

who bas been a watchman over the new build- 

ing since its opening. Scotty,“ whose sight 
is alleged to be decidedly defective. and whose 
education is pretty similar, was some time ago 
allowed leave of absence by the Real-Estate 

Committee to attend the sickbed of his wife in 

Indiana. His wife died, and when he returned 

to Chicago after the funeral he found that Mr. 

Wright had dispensed with bis services 

and bestowed bis position on an oid 

lake Captain named Downey, whos was 
formerly in the service of the board. The 

Real-Estate Committee told Scotty to re- 

sume his duties, but when he attempted to 

carry out their orders he was seized by Dow- 
ney, acting, it is alleged, under President 

Wright's orders, and unceremonious'y hustied 

out of the building. The committeé stood on 

its rights, and Scotty has regularly report- 
ed for duty in spite of the President's veto. 

He gives Downey a wide bertb, and as far as 

can be learned the board is now paying two 

men for doing the same work. A rumor was 
current that A. M. Wright and the committee 
bad buried the haichet Monday night ou the 
basis of bouncing’’ Scotty,“ whose general 
demeanor about the buiiding is said to be not 
of the most approved cbaracter, but an 
equally strong rumor hed it that the 
directors at their prolonged session dis- 
cussed the President's jurisdiction and pre- 
rogative. Billy Seaverns and the other 
members of the Committee on Rooms are also 
understood to have a grievance against their 
chief. They have spared no pains to carry 
out in a satisfactory manner all arrangements 
for making the floor comfortabié for the mem- 
bers, and consequently feel leved when 
ordérs are given to emplopéet without their 

authority. , 

An ex-President, in conversation with the re- 
porter, said no President within his recollec- 
tion bad taken up such a position as had Mr. 
Wright. The President's action, he alleges, 
was guided to no small extent by political 
aspirations. Mr. Wright, according to the re- 
porter's informant, was figuring to get the 
nomination for Congress that has generally 
been conceded. to Mr. Neison Blake, and 
was consequently on the outlook ior 
support. Mitchell, the chief of janitors 
iu the office department ot the 
Board of Trade Building, is an Irishman and 
said te possess considerable political influence. 
He is said to have been pot over favorably dis- 
posed towards Scotty,“ as the colored vote is 
not particularly wanted in the Twelfth Ward, 
and it is alleged that bis influence had material 
weight with Mr. Wright in bringing about 
„Scott's“ discharge. The janitors, elevator- 
boys, and scrubbers-up are all agog with the 
importance of the subject, and the question 
as to who is their legitimate boss is being 
eagerly canvassed all over the building. 

The directors of the board beld a protracted 
session yesterday, the time being largely de- 
voted to the consideration of the Rialto bridge 
question. Judge Sidney Smith, the attorney 
of the board, was present, and after much dis- 
cussion further consideration of the subject was 
deferred for one week. It was generally under- 
stood outside that Judge Smith, who had been 
in consultation with Jonn R. Bensley during 
the week, would report in favor of the boarda’s 
allowing the proprietors of the Riaito Building 
to erect one bridge connecting tne Rialto with 
the Board of Trade Building on the excbange- 
hall floor, according to the original contract 
with, Mr. Scott. That members do not alto- 
gether accord with Judge Smitb’s opinion on 
the illegality of a “minimum commission 
rule“ was evidenced by che presentation of a 
request from a number of members asking 
that the directors call in the advice of other 
outside attorneys witb regard to the vexed 
question. The subject was referred to the 
Committee on Legal Advice. R. W..Hammell, 
I. J. Bloom, and A. B. Osborne were admitted 
to membersbip. 


THAT NEW GAS COMPANY. 


Surpassing Ignorance Displayed by Ald. 
Colvin Concerning the Economie Gas 
Company,” for Whom He Introduced an 
Ordinance Monday Night. 

Ald. Colvin introduced an ordinance at Mon- 
day evening’s meeting of the City Council 
proposing to give vaiuabie franchises to an 
unknown organization called he Economic 
Gas Companys,” but there was no one about 
the City-Hall yesterday—no Alderman, cer- 
tainly—knew less of the aforesaid gas com- 
pany than the same Aid. Colvin. Questioned 
on the subject by a 1RIBUNE reporter, be said: 

„never saw nor heard of the ordinance 
until it was handed to me in the Council 
Chamber. I don’t know who it was gave it to 
me, but think it was the President or some- 
thing in the company. I know bim by sicht. 
but cannot call up bis name. I know nothing 
of the company except a notice I saw in THE 
TRIBUNE of its incorporation by carte 
granted at Springfield. I know nothing else 
about it, aud don’t know a soul connected 
with it.“ : 

Mayor Harrison knew nothing of the new com- 
pany, either, and had nothing to say on the 
subject of the proposed multiplication of gas 
companies, He incidentally remarked, how- 
ever, that the Equitable Company of New York, 
whose franchise ordinance be vetoed a year 
ago, was going, be believed, to be very bene- 
ficial to the city. It had located its works at 
the right place, and its method of manufacture 
had been a great success in New York City. 
The company would tear up tbe streets bere 
badly this year, though; Dut that was a thing 
the citizens would have to put up with. 

It was learned in another quarter that the 
ordinance is an Aldermanic one and that au 
Alderman is at the head of the company. Five 
or six local capitalists, who are perhaps Alder- 
men also, are likewise interested. The pro- 
fessed intention is to supply gas to the South 
Side for 8 cents per thousand feet and the 
West Side for $1.30 per thousand. It is said 
one of these capitalists bas beeu experiment- 
ing for several years with aGerman method of 
producing a gas which is very rar med and of 
great illuminating power. The company de- 
clares its intention of erecting extensive 
works and of laying mains throughout the en- 
tire South and West Sides. The gist and es- 
sence of the entire business, bowever, proba- 
bly lie in the clause autborizing the company 
to sell-out in a year’s time if it can finda pur- 
chaser. The nominal .incorporators are D. 
Alonso Child and A. Bidweil. As their names 


do not appear in the directory they are proba- 
bly foreign capitalists,

SO SAY THE SALVATION ARMY, AND 


WHOOP HER UP ACCORDINGLY. 


An Hour or So of “Heaven upon Earth,” 
for a Change, Paradisian Beatitude Be- 
ing Lilustrated by an Indescribable Babel 
of Bellowings and Screamings, Inter- 
spersed with Occasional Blotches of Vo- 
ciferated Doggerel—The Morning Lunch 
Procession. 


Last evening’s performance of the Salva- 
tion Army. in Central Music-Hall was modestly 
announced on the bills thus: Heaven upon 
Karth—7:30 to 10 p. m.“ The attendance was 
large—nearly 600, including the army—and 
the gate receipts aggregated $25.10. The per- 
formance was understood to be the climax— 
the ne plus ultra—of the army’s bix-day jubt 
lee. The star of the occasion was Commis- 
sioner Frank Smith. 

The drizzling rain was enough to put out 
most of the torches in the procession to the 
hall, but it was totally ineffectual to dampen 
the ardor of the processionists or give a weak- 
er jingle to their tambourines. The whole 
army, about 150 strong, took seats on the plat- 
form amid much systematic clatter of drums 
and tambourines. The men occupied the right 
half of the platform, and on arrival had pulled 
off their uniform jackets and now sat in cool 
comfort in their sub-uniforms of red flannel. 
The women occupied the other half of the 
platform. They wore black coal-scuttle bon- 
nets, black jerseys, and biack skirts, but kept 
them allon. They also wore occasional bits 
of red ribbon with gilt letters, and flaring ker- 
chiefs, and tambourines. One had on a pair 
of gloves, but this seemed an accident. There 
was much spasmodic praying, and concertina- 
playing, aud tambourine-jingling, while a red- 
sbirted drum-major was getting the army 
properly seated and with pleoty of room for 
its legs, Jumping being a serious part of the 
ceremonies. The front row of chairs was kept 
vacant for the voming of Commissioner Smith 
and his retinue. Business commenced in ear- 
nest when Capt. Baker started running back 
and forth on the seats of the vacant chairs, 
shouting something unintelligible. The drums 
did beat and the trumpets bray, the tambou- 
rines did rattle and the tin fifes shriek, flags 
and bandkerchiefs waved, and the whole army 


. screamed at the top of its aggregated voice. It 


was subsequently understood that this was the 
army’s way of ‘firing a volley.“ Then the 
singing began. Capt. Bakerled. It went like 
this: 
Baker—We’ll give our hearts to Jesus! 
Chorus—For this is the prop 
This is the prop 
This is the proper caper. 
[Repeat chorus eight times.] 


Baker—For He has saved my soul from sin. 
Chorus—For this is the prop 
This is the prop

[Repeat chorus ad lib. ] 

After a little, others than Baker did the solo 
part of the business, and the chorus with 
drums ana tambourines still said it was the 
prop. Between every. verse there was a volley 
fired, and as the noise and riot grew the women 
soon lost their heads and screamed almost con- 
tinualiy,siam ming the tambourines all over.their 
anatomy. It seemed to be the proper thing for 
the army to keep this thing up until Smith 
arrived, and the proper caper for Smith to do 
all in his power to increase it. The-audience 
screamed with laughter and gave audible vent 
to the opinion that it was “funnier than a 
circus.”’ The latter part of the program con- 
sisted largely of jigs and songs, with an abun- 
dance of chorus, but the songs were of the 
kind that fill one with a strong desire to mur- 
der the singer. There was no music to break 
the monotony; it was all clatter and riot.

The Morning Lunch Procession and the 
Services at the Hall. 

About 125 privates and officers of the Salya- 
tion Army, after a luocheon of sandwiches 
and coffee, doughnuts and pie, at the barracks 
on Chicago avenue, near Clark street, yester- 
day, fell into line and marched through Chica- 
go avenue to Dearborn, down Dearborn to 
Kinzie street, through Kinzie to State, and 
down State to Central Music-Hall, all the way 
through the mud and mist, men and women 
singing and beating tambourines behind the 
band, and greeted on the way by an occasional 
hoot from some pagan porter or drayman, and 
a smile from the hurrying citizen. The battal- 
fon arrived at Central Music-Hall at 3 o’clock, 
and then held an aiternoon meeting. The 
piatform was occupied by about 100 members 
of the army, while through the . body of the 
house were scattered an audience of perhaps 
125 persons. ; 

In the absence, on account of illness, of 
Commissioner Smith his wife presided over 


the meeting and made his excuses. The meet- 
ing was opened by a prayer for Commissioner 
Smith and the army, and afterwards a salva- 
tion sang was sung—“ Come, Join Our Army” 
—Sir Arthur Sullivan being drawn on for the 
air. Various brothers and sisters related their 
experiences, sang, or prayed, as called upon 
by the presiding sister or as the spirit moved 
them. Among them was Capt. Walsh with a 
banjo—calied upon as the minstrel—who en- 
tertained an attentive and appreciative audi- 
ence with a ditty comprising the story of his 
experiences and reform, rendered to the tune 
of **Capt. Jenks of the Horse Marines.“ Capt. 
Waish was good enough to repeat for the re- 
porter the resultant stanza, which ran as fol- 
lows: 

At last there came a brighter day, 

I into an army meeting did stray; 

Then Jesus washed my sins away, 

And so 1 joined the army. 
Through a mother’s prayers it came to pass, 
It came to pass, 
It came to pass— 
All through a hallelujah lass— 
And 80 I joined the army. 

After the announcement that the army 
would continue its campaign here until next 
Sunday or Monday, to receive and listen to 
Mr. Barrington Booth, second son of the Gen- 
eral in command, a sister arose to sing a song 
with guitar accompaniment, which she did in 
rather a sweet-toned voice. She related that 
she used to sing for her own amusement and 
happiness, but pow she sang for the glory of 
God, which gave heradeeper happiness, al- 
though ber voice was failing; but she believed 
that it was better to croak for God than to 
sing for the Devil.“ 

One brother told them that he once had a 
dog which followed bim as persistently as 
Mary's little lamb used to follow her, until 
finally he was obliged to shut the door oa him. 
He said the dog inded him of the Devil, and 
that today he had Mut the door on the Devil, 
who could not open it, as he had no hands, Dut 
claws: and 80,“ concluded the brother tri 
umpbantly, I pull faces at him through the 
windows. Another brother said that be bad 
Jett Chicago eight years ago “chuck full of 
Whisky, and had returned a few days ago 
**cbhuck full of salvation.’’ Mrs. Capt. Hodges 
of Masala told a story of a beneficiary of bers 
at home to whom she bad given money to buy 
a turkey, but the wretched sinner bad spent 
it all in rum and gotten so drunk 
that he partly unelothed himself anda 
lay down to sieep beneath a water-tank, think- 
ing himself at home in bed. Some friends 
found him and carried him home, and in the 
morning, when they told him what had bap 
pened to him, be decided that if that were not 
enough to make a man join the Salvation Army 
nothing could make him; and so he joined the 
army. Cupt. Hodges was followed by a brother 
who had spent thirty-six years ot bis forty-five 
of life asa criminal, and seventeen of those 
behind prison bars; he had been a thief, a 
drunkard, and a would-be suicide; but a few 
years ago bad been led to join the army, in which 
be had found a salvation for himself that in- 
cluded his eyes and nose, and ears and mouth, 
and bands and feet. His eyes had looked with 
envy and hate upon nis fellows, his nose bad 
been smelling the odor of rum, bis ears bad 
listened to temptation and profanity, bis 
mouth had been opened to curse and to quatt 
the contents of the drunkard’s cup, and bis 
teet had been generally following paths of 
vice: but at last he was saved forever and was 
on bis way to Heaven. Brother Creamer, 
who had arrived too late to take a 
seat on the platform, arose at the back 
of the house and announced himeelf as a weil- 
known citizen of Chicago who had been for 
years a hopeless drunkard, an inmate of an in- 
ebriate asyium and an insane asylum, but 
finaliy saved by the army to whose good works 
be was not only willing but proud to bear tes- 
timony. Here a volley was fired. Capt. Mas-

AN UNFORTUNATE DISTRICT. 


How the Law Stands in the Way of the Im- 
provement of the Maplewood-Humboldt 
Park Section—A Menace to the City. 

As an illustration of the obstructive charac- 
ter of the existing law governing the annexa- 
tion of outlymg territory to cities in this State, 
the case of the Maplewood-Humboidt Park dis- 
trict of tne ‘Town of Jefferson to the north- 
west of this ofty may be cited. 

The district is very thickly settled. There 
are about 20,000 peopie residing in oue section 
there. They have neither water nor gas, and 
their schools are run on short allowance. 
Nearly 90 per cent of the people want to have 
their territory annexed to the city. They 
have signed the necessary petition to that 
effect. The people of the Town of Jefferson 
are willing to let them go, and by 
electing Trustees last spring who favorea 
city annexation by a very large 
majority so declared. But besides the petition 
of the residents and the declaration of the 
people of the townships to which they belong, 
a petition signed by the owners of three- 
fourths (in value) of the property of the dis- 
trict proposed to be annexed is required. Some 
of the property-owners reside in Texas, some 
in England, some in Holand, some in China, 
and some in Sweden. They are not easily ac- 
cessible, and when their signatures were asked 
for they ret used until they investigated the 
circumstances, etc. Besides, there are a 
few re tate owners of acre property in the 
district who would not sigan. They wanted to 
dispose of their ground by lots before annexa- 
tion, that they might avoid the cost of im- 
proVements which would inevitably follow 
such a consummation. The annexation so- 
ciety at Humboldt worked hard to 
secure the necessary number oft sig 
natures, and had succeeded in secur- 
ing within a few thousand dollars’ worth 
of the limits by the middle of February, but 
unfortunately they were unable to secure the 

necessary three-fourths by the 7th of March, 

when the petition should have been presented 
to the City Council and the Jefferson Town 

Board so that the necessary thirty days’ notice 

of the submission of the question to the vote 

of the people should issue. 

To say that the Humboldt-Maplewood people 
are disappointed is to express it mildly. They 
will have to dispense with lake water and put 
up with well water such as it is for another 


‘yeur at least. They will have to do without 


gasiight, protection from fire, and sewerage. 
They will have to put up with inadequate 
schooling for their children and with many 
other inconveniences; all through the ob- 
structive character of the suburban annexa- 
tion law. 

Io the menntime the Humboldt-Maplewood 
district is a menace to the city. The bouses 
are principally of frame. A fire once started 
there would inevitably spread to the city and 
would threuten the finely-built Scandinavian 
brick residence and store district adjoining, 
and might spread even further. Being devoid 
of sewerage, the district might at any time be- 
come the germinal one for the spread of pesti- 
lence all over the city. The people ot Hum- 
voldt-Maplewood are keenly conscious of their 
own danger. They have worked hard to get 
into the city, but the law stood iu tueir way. 
The law shoud be repealed. 


INDIANAPOLIS TELEPHONES, 


A Local Syndicate Willing to Lease the Plant 
of the Bell Company and Operate it Under 
the New Law. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 30.—(Special.]— 
Negotiations are under way between the Cen- 
tral Union Telephone Company and a local syn- 
dicate with a probability, however, of a 
failure to agree. The syndicate is will- 
ing to lease the plant, including the ex- 
change of the Central Company in this 


4 city, to pay the required royalty on the instru- 


ments rented from the Bell Company, and to 
guarantee the proprietary companies against 
losses. The syndicate says it is not only will- 


ing to do these things, but is entirely 
satisfied that a good profit would re- 
main after operating the exchan at the 
rate of $3 per instrument. The offer of the 
syndicate will doubtiess be deciined, one of 
the directors of the telephone company doubt- 
ing whether it could be done under the law, 
but it is currently believed that the Beli Com- 
pany is unwilling to have its ex- 
change operated under a $3 law for 
fear the law would become contagious. 
It is further reported that the ** Cusbman Serv- 
ice Telephone Company.“ which at the last 
meeting of the Council asked permission to 
use the streets and alleys of the city for tele- 
phone purposes, is no other than a sub-organi- 
zation of the Bell Company. Some ot the gen- 
tlemen interested in the ** Cushman ’’ Company 
are known to be Bell men, and the belief of 
those who seem to know all about it is that the 
Central Company will quietly merge itself into 
the Cushman or some other company, in order 
to avoid loss from tearing up the plant or pull- 
ing out of the city and giving up a rich 
fieldto rivals. The owners of the Brown 
patents are aiso in the field, anxious to do 
business on a $8 basis. The Council CVommit- 
tee and directors of the Central Company are 
conferring respecting the questions at issue. 
Indianapolis will be likely to have a telephone 
service of some kind if the Bell Company does 
go out.

The Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Knights then issued an: 
order for the strikers to return to work, 
upon Mr. Hoxie’s promise that he would 
meet a committee of Missouri Pacific 
employés to discuss the situation and 
settle the existing difficulties by ar- 
bitration or mutual agreement. The Kniebts 
of Labor receive no recognition, nor are they 
to be discriminated against, but the strikers* 
committee will be received by Mr. Hoxie mere- 
ly as representatives of the employés of Mis- 
souri Pacific, and the men must be at work 
before negotiations can proceed. 

In pursuance of an agreement made last 
night Jay Gould was in his office at 10:30 
this morning. At that hour Mr. Powder 
ly, accompanied by Messrs. Turner, Bailey, 
Hayes, and McDowell, walked from the 
hotel to Mr. Gould’s office, where they 
met Jay Gould, George Gould, and 
Vice-President Hopkins. The’ conference 
continued until 3 o’clock, when an appoint 
ment was made for another mecting tomorrow. 
At the conference the general principle of 
arbitration was thoroughly discussed. Mr. 
Hoxie took an active part through the medium 
ot aspeciai wire to St. Louis. The details of 
settlement wiil be arranged with him in St. 
Louis, whither the Executive Board will go 
tomorrow. 

The story of today as given by the board 
was: The whole discussion today between 
Mr. Gould and Mr. Powderly was on the sub- 
ject of arbitration generally, on which there 
was unanimity of opinion. Mr. Gould er- 
pressed himself very favorably, but, as the 
matter of adjudicating the differences had been 
referred to Mr. Hoxie, the following telegram 
was sent at the request of Mr. Powderly:

Jay Gould went to bed tonight exrulting in 
the reflection that he had met the enemy and 
routed bim horse, foot, and dragoons. For the 
second time this week Martin Irons bas re- 
ceived instructions from the General Executive 
Board of the Knights of Labor to bring the 
strike, which he began, to an end. To prevent 
asecond clash of authority the instructions 
telegraphed to Irons tonight were of an expian-~ 
atory as well as mandatory character. That be 
will obey his instructions when be finds that 
the Knights of Labor have been beaten at all 
points neitber Secretary Turner nor bis asso- 
ciates on the Executive Board feel at all cer- 
tain. They bope he will, but, in order if possi- 
bie to make sure of his obedience, three mem 
bers of the Executive Board—Turner, Hayes, 
and Bailcy—will leave the city tomorrow morn- 
ing for St. Louis. Mr. Powderly went to bis 
home at Scranton, Pa., at 7 o'clock tonight s 
very sick man. With his physical condition 
the failure of bis mission bere and the conse- 
quent discontent in the order have probably 
had not a little to do. 

It was 11 o’clock this morning when Mr. 
Powderly and bis associates visited Mr. Gould. 
The former was anxious to proceed to business . 
at once, but when he casually remarked that 
some of bis companions had not yet break- 
fasted Mr. Gould, with an expression of amaze- 
ment, directed a strvant to order them a re- 
past that would put them all on good terms, 
Of course Mr. Gould was too polite to discuss 
business with his visitors before their physical 
wants had been attended to. He would dave 
been pained beyond expression if any one 
bad insinuated that he was playing his 
cards to gain time. Of course he was aware 
that at such a juncture time was money in two 
or three ways, and be would bave been very 
much disquieted if any of the Knights had 
seen even one of the stack of telegrams he 
had received from the Southwest, all of them 
conveying to him the welcome intelligence that 
the strike was becoming more impotent with 
every passing hour. 

While the breakfast went on he discussed 
everythmg under Heaven with Fowderly— 
from O' Neill's bill in Congress to prevent labor 
strikes to Gladstone’s measure for the relief of 
Ireland. Finally Mr. Powderly referred to the 
strike. Then he learned that Mr. Gould did 
not intend to touch it again. It was in the 
bands of Mr. Hoxie. He was ready to discuss 
the best mode. of asettlement of strikes in gen- 
eral, but he could not discuss the present 
strike in the Southwest, as the strikers 
had overlooked the necessity of pre- 
senting the company with their griev- 
ances before they quit work.

In East St. Louls— Strikers Succeed in Pre- 
venting the Movement of Freight-Trains 
-—Some Lively Scenes—Gov. Oglesby Or- 
ders Militia to the Scene. 

East St. Louis, III., March 80.—[Special.|— 
The local authorities proved to be entirely 
powerless here today, and a mob of 1,500 men 
nas forced the Sheriff to retire, assaulted his 
deputies, and destroyed and damaged thou- 
sands of dollars worth of railroad property. 
Early this morning Sheriff Robiequet called for 
a posse. Only twelve men in the whole city 
responded, and they were soon put to flight. 
Then the mob invaded the yards and disabied 
@ score of engines and drove the few workmen 
‘who refused to leave their work out of the 
eity. sheriff Robiequet immediately sent the 
following telegram: 


' Bast St. Lovis, March 30.— 7 Gor. Oglesby, 
Springfeld, I.: Your dispatch was received too 
late for me to come to Springfield, and my state of 


health is impaired so much by late vigils that it is 
out of the question for me to go from home. 1 
called the posse at East St. Louls when the 
emergency occurred. Few persons responded and 
few will. There are nine yards here. There are 
rully 1,600 men here determined that no freight- 
trains shall move. They respect no authority. 
and seem to hold the State of Illinois 
in contempt. It is folly to think of moving freight- 
trains here unless the State sends a strong force. 
All attempts to do so would result in failure and 
bring the authorities into further contempt. En- 
es have been killed this morning, and the 
freight biockade is complete, except as to the road 
in the bands of the United States Marshal. The 
strikers seem to have some respect forthe United 
States, but none for this State ROBIEQUET, 
Sheriff of St. Clair County, Lilinois. 

The Indianapolis & St. Louis was the first 
road to attempt to get outatrain. The strik- 
ers saw the move, and the majority of them 
turned beck. These rushed down after ‘the 
engine, which was found in charge of Engineer 
Wood, who promised the other day not to come 
out with an engine again until the strike was 
settled. The sight of Wood enraged the wen, 
and when he refused to get down several of 
them climbed into the cab. They at once pro- 
ceeded to disable the engine, letting out the 
water and steam and raking out the fire. 
They giso took off bolt® and screws, 
so that the engine was rendered useless 
for some time. Engineer Wood retained his 

lace in the cab, but did not attempt to inter- 

ere. There was a great head of steam on, and 
the scheme was evidently to couple on to a 
freight-train and go out witb a rush. 

During this excitement the Narrow Gage af- 
tempted to get out its morning train, Master 
Mechanic Newell was in charge of the engine. 
and started out ali right. The strikers, how- 
ever, jumped on the train and cutoff all but 
one car. The engine took this out on the 
trestie, where it was stopped and ordered back. 
Mr. Newell, seeing that it was useless to resist, 
complied. 

At 10 o’clock, just as the job of killing the 
engine in the Indianapolis & St. Louis yards 
was finished, a shout went up, and an engine 
Was seen to leave the Vandalia roundhouse 
and run down into the yards. The men made 
a@rush over. The engine was No. 155, in 
ebarge of Engineer Johnson, and was reached 
before it had been coupled to the waiting train. 
Johnson agreed to come of when requested, and 
took the engine back into the roundhouse. A 
crowd of the men rode on her and the main body 
of the strikers, considerably elated over their 
successes, congregated near the relay depot 
and at the Indianapolis & St. Louis crossing 
discussing the situation. a 

In the meantime the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincey officiais had not been idle, and got up 
steam in engine 104 inside their roundhouse. 
At 10:30, while the attention of the etrikers 
Was directed to the Indianapolis & St. Louis, 
this engine was run quickly down into the 
yards and coupled to a train of 
seventeen freight-cars and a ca 
in waiting there, and evidently made up last 
night. The strikers did nov observe this move 
until the engine appearei running upon the 


main track with its train. They at once made 


a rush for it, and several succeeded. it climb- 
ing upon the rear cars. They turned the 
brakes, and thus cutoff sevencarsand the 
caboose. The switches had all been set, how- 
ever, and the engine with ten cars went ahead. 
angry strikers discussed the situation 
for afew minutes, and then a score of them 
ran across the Chicago & Alton yards, 
seized a big passenger engine, and immediate- 
ly switching it on the Chicago, Buriington & 
Quincy tracks started after the freigut. They 
caught it 10 miles outside the city and cut the 
train in two and brought half of it back to 
East St. Louis. 
The Wabash, under the protection of United 
States Marsbais, got out three trains without 
interference. 

Militia from Decatur are expected in Esst 
Bi. Louis tonight. Adjutant-General Vance is 
already on the scene. 

DECATUR, III., March 30.—[{Special.|—Up to 
8 o'clock this evening the Decatur Guards bad 
received no orders to proceed to East St. Louis. 
They were commanded early this morning by 
Gen. Vance to bold themselves in readiness 
for duty with twenty rounds of ammunition at 
a moment's notice, and since then the company 
has been resting on its arms at the armory. 
Fully fifty men, with Lieut. Swearengen and

This evening the Vandalia peopie gave Adju- 
tant-Genera! Vance of Illinois an exhibition of 
the lawiesness prevalent in this vicinity. The 
strikers fell into the trap and did not discover 
the manner in which they were taken in until 
hours afterwards. The Vandalia made every 
preparation to send out a freicht-train, and

A Passenger-Train Wrecked Near Parsons, 
Kas., by the Strikers—A Mall Agent Seri- 
ously Hurt. 

Parsons, Kas., March 80.—Passenger-train 
No. 154, north-bound, was ditched five miles 
south ot here, and the engine, mail-car, 
and baggage-car ‘were thrown down the 
embankment. The mail-car struck directly 
against a telegraph-pole and broke 
it. The only one seriously hurt was Mail- 
Agent Moore, who has been taken to his nome 
at Osage Mission. The track will be cleared 
today. The wreck was caused by the fish- 
plate being removed and the rails spreading. 
The fish-plate was then spiked down so the 
rails could not possibly get to their places, 
thereby making a wreck inevitable. 


At. St. Louls—The Railroads Reporting 4 
Gradual Resumption of Traffic, with Less 
Violence by the Strikers. 

Sn Louis, Mo., March 30.—Three hundred 
and fifty men employed by the St. Louis Trans- 
fer Company reported for duty at the regular 
hour this morning, and when about to begin 
their duties for the day were told by the Su- 
perintendent of the company that it had 
been decided to furnish them protection 
in performing their duties by detailing 
a squad of Deputy United States Marshals to 
accompany them during the day and guard 
them from molestation by the strikers. This 
was what the men were waiting for, and they 
immediately struck, declaring that they waut- 
ed no protection. No freight can now be 
brought across the river to this city, for the 
ferry is the only means of transfer. 


The Arbitration Bills Before the House 
Labor Committee. 
. WasHrInoTton, D. C., March 30.—The House 
Committee on Labor spent the entire after- 
noon discussing the O’Neill bill providing 
for the arbitration of differences be- 
tween common carriers and their 
employéa. A general sentiment that 


compulsory arbitration is impracticable if not 
altogether unconstituuonal prevailed, and to- 
night a sub-committee composed of Messrs. 
O'Neill, Crain, Lovering, Bound, and Buchanan 
was engaged in the perfection of a bill which 
provides a plan for voluntary arbitration by a 
commissioa, composed of three members, one 
from each side and a third to be selected by 
the two, this board to have the powers of a 
United States commission. The bill relates 
only to railroad troubies. It will be consid- 
ered by the full committee tomorrow and prob- 
ably be reported favorably to the House.

per pound; green biackberries, gooseberries, rasp- 
berries, and strawberries, 4 cents per pound; 
peaches, 1 cent per pound; the weight 
of packages included in weight for duty;

ings for hatmakers, 15 per cent; lead 
pipe and shot, Id cents a pound; ocleomargarine 
and butterine, 10 cents a pound; all cotton fabrics, 
dyed or painted, 27% per cent; wire, iron or steel, 
IS gage and coarser, 20 percent; wire-fencing, buck- 
thorn strip and all other kinds, 1% cents a pound;

THE MAN AND THE ORGANIZATION 
WHICH HE REPRESENTS.

A Biography and a Sketch Which Will Be 
Read with Great Interest at This Junc- 
ture—Mr. Powderly Began as a Switch- 
tender, Afterwards Studied Hard at His 
Machinist’s Bench, and Taught Himself 
Law While Mayor of Scranton—He Now 
Serves the Order at $1,500 a Year—The 
Order and Ite Aims—The Code of Rules 
for What Is Claimed to Bea Body 300, 
000 Strong. 

Terrence Vincent Powderly, authoritative 
leader of the Knights of Labor organization 
(says the New Tora World), was born at Car- 
pondale, Pa., Jan. 24, 1549. His parents were 
Irish, having reached this country in 1826. He 
was one of twelve children, four girls and 
eight boys, and Terrence V. was No. 11 on the 
list. He went to school for six years, and 
when 13 years old went to work as a switcb- 


tender for the Delaware & Hudson Canal Com- 
pany. When 17 be went into the machine-shop 


of the company under Mr. James Dickson, 
then Superintendent of the mechanical de- 
partment. Mr. James Dickson was the father 
of the late Mr. Tuomas Dickson, President of 
the company. Young Powderly was a favorit 


ot the old mechanic, and it is still a matter ot 


remark that the only letter of recommendation 
ever given to an employé by James Dickson 
was banded by him without solicitation to 
young Powderly when, in 1869, he announced 


his purpose of leaving Carbondale. He 
went to Scranton and found employ- 
ment in the shops of the Delaware, 


Lackawanna & Western Railroad Company. He 
had resolved to make himself I master me- 
chanic, so tat he could at any time, if oppor- 
tunity offered, open a shop for himself. He 
bent over a draughting.board at night, while 
during the day he manipulated the lathes and 
planers in the shop or tried his hand at tae 
forge. 

In 1870 he joined the Machinists’ and Black- 
smiths’ National Union. He soon became Pres- 
ident, and began to study the labor problem in 


the shops by talking to his fellow-workmen, 


watching tbe endeavors and aims of employers 
and employés. In 1872 Mr. Powderly mar- 
ried. The trades-union was too narrow to 
suit bis views. His father had been a day 
laborer, and he learned that no labor organ- 
ization could thrive until it took in every 
class of laboring men. The machinists did not 
take kindly to Mr. Powderly’s suggestion that 
they take in the laborers, the carpenters, paint- 
ers, and every other trade. In November, 1874, 
a friend invited him one evening to come to a 
labor meeting. He went without any idea cf 
what sort of a gathering it was. It was Local 
Assembly No. 88 of the Knights of Labor, and 
he at once joine®it. He found there men of 
all trades and all crafts. It was his ideal of a 
labor organization, ana he at once entered 
heartily intoits plans. This was the only assem- 
bly in Northeastern Pennsylvania, and the or- 
ganization was then in its period of strictest 
secrecy. I had no idea such an order existed 
when I went that night.“ said he in explaining 
bow he came into tne order. 

The panic of 1873 left Powderly without em- 
ployment. He went west into Obio looking for 
work, came back into Western Pennsylvania, 
and in Oil City found a job, aud was sent by 
the Machinists’ and Blacksmiths’, Union of that 
city as a delegate to the General Convention 
held at Louisville in September, 1874. Soon 


after he was back in the employ of the D‘ckson ~ 


Manufacturing Company at Scranton, and it 
was On this return that be joined the Knights. 
He soon induced the entire union to join the 
Knigbts and the union was disbanded. in this 
way Local Assembiy No. 222 was organized in 
November, 1876. 

In 1877 the railroad strike took many from 
this section, and about 5,000 men went from 
that district. Many of chem were in the order 
of Knights, and, when they pushed on into the 
West, were instrumental ia building up new 
local assemblies. Up to this time the Knights 
of Labor had no general assembly. and many 
of the leading Kuishts were in correspondence 
on the subject. M. F. Turner, Secretary of 
District Assembly No. 1, Philadelphia; Mr. 
Griffith of Chicago; Charles H. Litchman of 
Marblebead, Mass., and Mr. Thomas King of 
Reading, Pa., had been writing one to another, 
and the result was a call for tne first general 
assembly at Reading in January, 1878. Seven 
district assemblies were represented, among 
them Philadelphia, Reading, Pittsburg, Charles- 
ton, W. Va., Scranton, and Shawnee, O. Sever- 
al local assemblies were also represented. A 
constitution was adopted at this time, and 
Uriah 8. Stevens, the founder of the order, was 
chosen Grand Master Workman. At the 
St. Louis Convention, held in St. Louis 
January, 1879, Mr. Stevens was re 
elected and Mr. Towderlx was chosen 
to the second position of General 
Wortby Foreman. The time of the 
meeting of the General Assembly was changed 
to September, and in September, 1879, a con- 
vention was held in Chicago, when Mr. Stevens 
sent a letter declining a redlecuon as Grand or 
General Master Workman and suggesting Mr. 
Powderly in strong words of praise for the po- 
sition, That choice was made, and each suc- 
cessive September at the general assembiies 
held at Pittsburg in 1880, at Detroit in 1881, at 
New York in 1882, at Cincinnati in 1883, at 
Phiiadeipbia in 1884. and at Hamilton, Ont., in 
1885, he was reélected. 

He had continued to reside at Scranton, and 


im April, 1878, his fellow-workmen put his 


name in nomination for Mayor and elected 
him. The canvass was a lively one. The op- 
position had abundance of money, and started 
ali manner of wild stories. His first act was to 
discharge the entire police force. Tais he did 
because be feared that his enemies would seek 
to create disorder and possibly do damage, and 
he wished to have by him men in whom he 
could trust to repress any uprising. In 1880 
Mayor Powderly was reslected and in 1882 
again chosen on a Democratic ticket, but the 
labor element showed its strength by giving 
him a majority in several strong Republican 
districts. During his term of office he checked 
the rapidly-rising city debt and actually cut it 
down $20,000 by stopping various leaks. In 
1884 he was suggested as a candidate tor re- 
election to the Mayoralty, but found that tho 
duties of the position of General Master Work- 
man were too onerous to admit of his holding 
any outside offices. . 

Since his induction into the Order of Knights 
of Labor Mr. Powderly has given it his entire 
attention and a vast amount of study. He has 
virtually reorganized the order. He found it 
a close, oatu- bound body. but at the Detroit 
General Assembly, in 1881, he urged the abo- 
lition of oaths and the removal of the obliga- 
tion of secrecy. Mr, Powderiy has filled 
the position of constant instructor for 
seven years, and has not had a single day off, 
not even a whole Sunday, though be finds time 
to attend to bis duties as a member of the 
Catbolle Church. He has been in every part 
ot the country excepting the Pacific slope. In 
Canada, too, he has traveled much, always on 
missions of labor organtzation. He has spoken 
on upwards of 500 platform, in public mass- 
meetings, and before local, district, and gen- 
oral assemblies of the order. In January, 1885, 
he started from Washington and went through 
the South, making nearly fifty public speeches 
and no end of private taiks before assemblies. 
A quinzy sore throat, his constant menace, 
sent bim him home in March from Jackson 
City, Miss. There are several assemblies of 
colored men, and in Richmond, Va., a district 
assembly of that race. 

Mr. Powderly in 1878 went somewhat into the 
study ot law, and while Mayor of Scranton got 
a very good legal training and habit. He 
started the Labor Advocate in Scranton during 
1877, but this publication, he said, died easiiy 
while 1 stoud by its bedside.” The Journal of 
Untted Labor is the present organ of the order. 
It is now sent only to subscribers among the 
Knights, but next year will be open to gen- 
erul subscriptions. Mr. Powderly bas written 
much on his favorit topic for the magazines 
and for Various newepapers. When the Irish 
Land-League movement was started in this 
country he took a prominent part. He was 
chosen Second Vice-President, with Patrick A. 
Collins of Boston President ana Father Cronin 
of Buffalo First Vice-President. He went as 
Chairman of the Pennsylvania delegation to 
the Irisn Land-League Convention of 1883, and 
called the convention to order. At the subse 
quent Buffalo gathering, when half the mem- 
bership of che convenuon were standing, shout- 
ing, and gesticulating in one grand chorus of 
confusion, Mr. Powderly seized the gavel from 
the reverend gentieman in the chair and in a 
few moments had brought order out of the 
chaos. 

Mr. Powderly bas not been a reader to any 
extent on labor topics. He bas read Henry 
George's Progress and Poverty.“ spencer’s 
“Social Status.“ and Parton’s writings on 
Lador,“ but his main reliance in gaining the 
thorough knowledge which he has of the in- 
dustrial situ of today in this country bas 
been by conversation with workimgmen in 
every part of the country. When be. leaves a 
restaurant he bas a knowledge of the waiters’ 
or waitress’ special grievance. So when he is

Mr. Powderiy lounges about in easy-fitting 
clothes, looks |ike a working man, is doing the 
brain work of any two ordinary men, and needs 
careful control if he does not wish to break 
down. He bas all his powers under the best 
control, does not touch liquor or tobacco, and 
insists on a full share of sleep each day. He 
has made it impossible for a liquor dealer or 
one who lives by the traffic ta, become a 
Knight, and is planning now to carry this part 
of the rules of knighthood far enough to sbut 
habitual drinkers out of the body. 


By What Methods Its Members Hope to 
Solve the Labor Question. 

The four men who, with General Master 
Workman Powderly, compose the General Ex- 
exutive Board of the Knights of Labor form a 
strong combination. Each one is a man of 
earnest conviction, and bas been called upon 
in the past to sacrifice much to sustain his 
principle. Frederick Turner, the Secretary- 
Treasurer of three terms, was a gold-beater, 
who served un apprenticeship in Philadelphia, 
and because of his activity in organizing bis 
fellow-workmen into a union and standing for 
what be considered his rights beafas * victim- 
zed and “ blacklisted’’ in New York, whither 
be had removed. John W. Hayes of New 
Brunswick, who lost his arm in the service of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company and aft- 
erward learned telegraphing, was a leader in 
the great telegraphers strike of 1383 and has 
never touched a key since. William H. Bailey 
of Shawnee, O., a big six-footer, was a 
thorn in the sides of the coal comb. 
nation of Hocking Valley, and his fel- 
low-citizeng had to make him Chief of 
Police to keep him in their midst, the compa- 
nies refusing to either empioy bim or permit 
him to run a small mine of bis own. Thomas 
B. Barry was a broadaxmaker, and a reward of 
$5,000 was once offered in Cleveland, O., for 
evidence that would convict him of a conspira- 
cy, and he was tinally driven out of the city, 
His exertions on behalf of the lumbermen of 
East Saginaw, Mich., bis prosecution by the 
lumber companies, his trial for . conspiracy, 
and acquittal are yet fresh inthe memory of 
readers, 

Contrary to the general understanding, the 
board is not clothed with autocratic powers, 
nor can it enter a distriet without solicita- 
tion, unless it considers that the organization 
is in danger. It has a general supervision 
over the whole order, and cai act in all things 
for the good and welfare of the organization. 
The General Assembly, which meets annually 
the first week in October ata place designated 
the previous year, may indorse or disapprove 
of the actions of the board. 

The General Assembly is made up of dele- 
gates elected by the several districts, accord- 
ing to the members in good standing—¥i. e., 
those for whom the per capita tax has been 
paid—one delegate for evory 1,000 members in 
the district. As the best men are usually se- 
lected by the locals to represent them in the 
district, and the latter in their turn also send 
their best men to the General Assembly, it can 
readily be seen that that body contains many 
a brilliant mind. Among those who gathered 
at Hamilton, Ont., last October were doctors 
and jcurgalists, printers and telegraphers, 
bookkeepers and merchants, and representa- 
tives of all the trades and those without trade 
or profession, who are usually classed as un- 
skilled laborers.’’ 

The district assembly is composed of three 
delegates from each local assembiy in its juris- 
diction, andis the highest tribunal within its 
dominion. There are whatis called trade 
districts’ and mixed districts.” The former, 
as the name denotes, are composed of those 
of any one or affiliated trades. Thus a district 
of printers contains stereotypers, type-found- 
ers, compositoré, pressmen and feeders, book- 
binders and sewers, lithographers and plate 
printers. A district of shoemakers has within 
itevery person working at that business, in 
any capacity. A mixed district is formed of 
assembiies of every trade having less than 
five locals, which number is necessary before 
a trade can be organized as a distinct district. 
There are several trades in the order which 
have national districts, and it is hoped by many 
a Knight that in time every national and in- 
ternational trade union will be covered with 
the shield of the order. It is said that if such 
was possibie it would inure to the strength of 
the trade union, as it bas been found that 
every trade is dependent on all the others. 

Locai assembiies can be formed of men and 
women, or men or women respectively, of any 
one or more trades or no trade whatever, ex- 
cepting lawyers, bankers, brokers, and rum- 
sellers, who are considered to be drones in the 
human hive or seeking always their own pre- 
ferment first, last, and all the time. 

In every local assembly a half-hour at each 
meeting must be devoted to the discussion of 
It is during these 
moments that the declaration of principles 


is taken up and enlarged upon by some one 


designatea for that purpose. In locais newly 


founded the declaration is taken up section by 


section, beginning with the following para- 
graph: 

The alarming development and aggressiveness of 
great capitalists and corporations, uniess checked, 
will inevitably lead to the pauperization and hope- 
less degradation of the toiling masses. It is im- 
perative, if we desire to enjoy the full blessings of 
life, that a check be placed upon unjust accumula- 
tion and the power for evil of aggregated wealth. 
This much-desired object. can be accomplished 
only by the united efforts of those who obey the 
Divine injunction, “In the sweat of thy face shalt 
Therefore we have formed the 


garizing and directing the power of the industrial 
masses. 

The aims of the order are deciared to be: 

I. To make industrial and moral worth, not 
wealth, the true standard of individual and Na- 
tional greatness. 

IL. To secure to the workers the full enjoyment 
of the wealth they create, sufficient leisure in 
which to develop their intellectual, moral, and 
social faculties; all of the benefits, recreation, and 
pleasures of association; in a word, to enable them 
to share in the gains and honors of advancing 
civilization. 

To secure these results certain demands are 
made upon the State and Nationa! Legislatures, 
in addition to which the Knights of Labor will 
endeavor to associate their own labors * To 
establish codperative institutions such as will 
tend to supersede the wage system by the in- 
troduction of a codperative industrial system; 
to secure for both sexes equal pay for equal 
work; to shorten the houre of labor by a gen- 
oral refusal to work more than eigut hours: 
to persuade employers to agree to arbitrate all 
differences which may arise between them and 
their employés, in order that bonds of 
sympathy between them may be strengthened 
and that strikes may be rendered unnecessary. 

The Knights of Labor have attempted to in- 
troduce in tne order distributive codperation 
and life insurance on the assessment pian, but 
thus far without any success. 

The credit of founding this great order is 
due to Uriah S. Stevens, who died in Philadel- 
phia in 1882. Father Stevens was born in 
Cape May County, New Jersey, Aug. 8, 1821, 
and received a good education. He was in- 
tended for the Baptist ministry, but became a 
tailor instead, and worked, as early as 1845, at 
his trade in Philadelphia. With the exception 
ofafive years’ residence in California and a 
few short trips elsewhere, the City of Brotnerly 
Love was the scene of bis labors and his trials. 
He was a philosopher and a hater of slavery. 
The jdeaof the Knights of Labor, a secret 
brotherhood, was many years in developing 
itself, and did not take practical form until 
1869, when Mr. Stevens was working as a 
clothing-cutter. For years it was a strictly 
secret society. No member could even reveal 
that he wus a member. Its name was never 
written or printed, asterisks taking the place 
of words—* * * * *and it was not till 1881 
that the name was made public. The mystery 
surrounding it made its power dreaded. It was 


_ Once decided to defeat a certain candidate who 


was running for a municipal office ia Philadel- 
phia, although he was on what was supposed 
to be the winning ticket. The brotherhood 
accomplished its purpose, much to the aston- 
isbment of every one not in the secret. When 
it leaked out that a secret association had done 
it astonishment gave place to consternauon. 
The clergy of the several churches—Roman 
Catholic, Methodist, Presbyterian, and others— 
attacked it, but it continued to grow, notwith- 
standing the anathemas uttered against it. Ip 
1878 the first General Assembly was heid, and 
Uriah Stevens was first Grand Master Work- 
man—the Grand nas since been substituted 
by General. He beld the posiuon until near 
his death, when he nominated Terence V. Pow- 
derly as bis successor. The career of the pres- 
ent General Master Workman is an indication 
of the insight the old man had into character; 
but it is probabie that the Noble Order will lose 
Mr. Powderly’s services this year of 1886.— New

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DISCUSSING THE ACTION OF POSTMAS- 
TER-GENERAL VILAS. 


Different Views as to His Course on the 
Steamship Mail-Service Question—Ten- 
nessee Members Exchange Compliments 
—So Do Gen. Logan and Senator Teller— 
Report of the Ordnance and Gunnery 
Commissinn—Congressional Notes. 

WasHINaTON, D. C., March 30.—Today in 
the House, in Committee of the Whole (Mr. 
Hammond of Georgia in the chair), considered 
the Post-Office Appropriauon bill. J. M. Tay- 
lor of Ténnessee defended the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral from the criticisms made upon him by Mr. 
Burrows of Michigan, and said that tne subject 
of increase had been left by Congress to te 
discretion of the Postmaster-General. 

Mr. Dingley of Maine said that the question 
involved was not one of subsidizing American 
steamship lines, but of giving them fair oom- 
pensation for mail service. We paid the Brit- 
ish Cunard and White Star Lines 38 cents ver 
mile for mail service on their outward trips 
last year. But American steamships were 


paid only four cents per mile one way. 

Mr. Houk of Tennesse criticised the Ad- 
ministration, and deciared that the President 
had assumed an attitude before the country 
which would not be tolerated in uny but two 
other countries in the world. Russia and 
Persia might tolerate bis course, but neither 
the Sultan of Turkey nor the Queen of En- 
giand would have occupied their positions 
twenty-four hours after haying taken the posi- 
tion which the President had assumed. He 
then went on to denounce the action of thé 
First Assistant Postmaster-General in remor- 
ing post-offices in Tennessee from the villages 
in which they bad been situated because he 
could not find any Democrats to take charge 
of the offices. This he denominated the 
most outrageous, infamous action ever perpe- 
trated upon any community. Hedid not know 
from what influence it came uniess it came 
from a man who had paid himself a salary out 
of the children’s school fund two years after 
he went out of office. 

Mr. McMillin—To whom does the gentleman 
refer? 

Mr. Houk—I have the boldness to tell you 
privately or to meet it in any other way. 

Mr. McMililina—No man ought to attempt to 
do that indirectly which he has not the bolu- 
ness to do directly. I undertake to say that 
the man he is attempting to reach is the equal 
of any man be can boast of, and I will not, 
under the rules of this House, say how far he 
is the superior of this individual (Mr. Houk) in 
all that constitutes manhood. 

Mr. Houk suggested that there were plenty 
of men on Pennsylvania avenue now who were 
the superiors of his colleague. 

Mr. McMillin said he would express the opin- 
ion—if it were parliamentary—that there were 
men in thé penitentiary who were the superiors 
of his colleague. 

Mr. Houk remarked that no doubt his col- 
league's superiors had been hanged in prisons. 

Aiter this exchange of compliments the mat- 
ter was dropped and the committee rose. 


BETWEEN LOGAN AND TELLER. 


In the Senate the bill to increase the effi- 
ciency of the army was taken up, and Mr. Lo- 
gan continued his remarks in its support. He 
argued to show the necessity of an increase, 
and said that to imply any motive but a proper 
one for this bill was uaworthy of debate. The 
time would come when the people would ap- 
prove the attempt now made to give e- 
ciency to the army. 

Mr. Teller said one of Mr. Logan’s arguments 
against bis (Mr. Teller's) opposition to the bill 
was that when there was once a reat parade 
of soldiers on Penosylvania avenue he (Mr. 
Teller) was not there. He (Mr. Teller) ad- 
mitted that be was not. He bad never made 
any boast of having been in the army. But 
Mr. Teller bad yet to learn that services in the 
field especially qualified a man for legislative 
functions. 

Mr. Logan did not knowof any very offensive 
language he had used toward the Senator from 
Colorado that should cause him to become 
irate, 

Mr. Teller believed he (Mr. Logan) bad com- 
menced this debate with the assertion that 
there was a combination of Senators here—at 
least that was the way it was reported—to de- 
feat this bill. 

Mr. Logan said he would repeat what he had 
said. He bad said that the Senator from Maine 
(Mr. Hale) bad received encouragement from 
other Senators. 

Mr. Teller thought there had been an undue 
feeling of compiaint as to opposition to the 
Senator trom IIlinois. Mr. Teller understood 
there bad been some suggestion that this op- 
position to the bill was perhaps for the purpose 
of destroying the ambition of some person in 
this chamber. He had not the slightest doubt 
wat the senator from [Illinois sympathized 
with the struggling manbood of the country 
and he (Mr. Teller) had never intimated any- 
thing to the contrary, 

Debate on the Army bill then closed. 


ORDNANCE AND GUNNERY. 


Representatives Randall, Hewitt, Burnes, 
Crisp, Hiscock, Reed, and Phelps, constituting 
the Select Commission on Ordnance and Gun- 
nery, today reached a final unanimous agree- 
ment on their report, and it will be presented 
to the House by Randall. The commission was 
appointed July 6, 1884, and bas been taking 
testimony at different manufacturing points 
in the United States and digesting the facts 
collected since that date. The report is ac 
companied by a record of the testimony taken, 
and says that an examination of the testimony 
shows: 

First — There cannot today be made in the 
United States a steel gun above eight inch 
calibre. 

Second—Various companies are willing to 
undertake the operations of casting, forging, 
rough-boring, rough-burning, and tempering 
the parts necessary to make guns of the largest 
calibre provided they receive “sufficient re- 
maneration.“ 

The commission has no hesitation in recom- 
mending that all guns tor use by the army and 
navy, including those for fortifications when 
constructed, should be constructed in the 
United States. It is safe to say that the United 
States possesses facilities, within its own 
boundaries sufficient to construct all guns or 
to finish and assemble all guns necessary fo 
the armament of our seaports and vessels of 
war, provided epough money be appropriated 
to enable the Government to construct 
such guns, or else to enable the manu- 
facturersto erect the necessary plant for the 
preparation and production of the rough ma- 
terial and to obtain a reasonable return on 
their capital, leaving to the Government the 
finishing and assembling of such parts into 
guns. Steam engines suitable for vessels of 
war and iron and steel war vesse!s can also be 
successfully builtin this country. The com- 
mission makes no recommendations, and says 
that in a matter involving such vast expendi- 
tures it prefers to leave the entire subject to 
Congress. 

THE CARROLLTON OUTRAGES, 

Mr. Randall of Pennsylvania asked unani- 
mous consent to offer the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That a committee of five members be 
appointed whose duty it shall be toinvestigate the 
circumstances and causes attending the kiliing the 
18th of March, 1886, in Carroliton, Miss., of a num- 
ber of colored citizens of said State. 

Mr. Reagan of Texas objected on the ground 
that Congress had no jurisdiction over the mat- 
ter. 

Mr. Randall then asked to have the resolu- 
tion referred, but Mr, Reagan objected, not- 
withstanding the request made by Mr. Barks- 
daie of Mississippi, in behalf of the Mississippi 
delegation, that there might be no objection. 


CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 

Casey Young was cross-examined again to- 
day at great length by the Telephone Commit- 
tee. There were some sharp passages between 
the witness and Mr. Ranney, but nothing of 
importance was developed. In regard to his 
former statement to the effect that he had no 
evidence to show that certain newspapers had 
been iufluenced by the Bell Company, the wit- 
ness said that he wished to modify the state- 
ment. He now possessed evidence bearing on 
that point and would produce it at the proper 
time. He believed the Bell Company was be- 
bind this whole business. 

Senator Cullom introduced in the Senate to- 
day a bill appropriating $500,000 for the erec- 
uon in this city of a monument with appro- 
priate statuary to commemorate the iliustrioug 
public services of the late Abraham Lincoin. 

The Senate Committee on Finance reported 
a substitute for the House bill relating to the 
taxation of fractional parts of a gallon of 
spirits. 

It provides that the tax on such spirits shall be 
collected on the whole number of gage or wine 
gallons when below proof, and shall be increased 
in proportion for any greater strength than the 
strength of proof spirits, and if the fractional 
part of a gallon in any cask or package shall ex- 
ceed 1 per centum of the contents of such cask or 
package it shall be taxed asa galion, but if such 
fractional part of agallon shall not exceed 1 per 
centum of the contents of such eask or package 
the fractional part shall not be taxed, but in no 
case shall the exemption from tax extead te more 
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Unexpected Collapse of a Large Dry-Goods 
Merchant at Joliet, I11.—A Jeweler Seeks 
to Remove His Disabilities—Other Matters.

cial circles in this city were greatly amazed 
this evening when the news spread abroad that 
N. D. Dyer, the extensive dry-goods merchant, 
had been forced to the wall and his large es- 
tablishment taken possession of by the offi- 
cers. Mr. Dyer has for a number of years been 
occupy ing two large stores on Jefferson street 
and carrying a stock of $100,000. He bad re- 
cently decided to move to Chicago street, where 
three stores are now in course of construction 
for bis occupancy, but in the interim, as his 
lease had expired on Jefferson street, be 
was just moving into the Academy rink, where 
be intended to conduct his business unless the 
new stores were finished, when the crash 
came. Up to the present writing the following

MERCURY. 

A bright star of a peculiar lustre was visible 
in the western sky three-quarters of an hour 
after sunset on the clear evenings that occurred 
last week. The star was the planet Mercury, 
now in the best position for observation as 
evening star durmg the year. He fs at his 
greatest distance from the sun, and will con- 
tinue to be visible on favorable evenings 
throughout the week. Any careful observer 
can find the most swift-footed of the planets 
about 9° north of the sunset point by looking 
for him about 6:45 o’ciock. He is worth the 
trouble of picking up, for he is beautiful to be- 
bold as be suddenly flashes into being just as 
the lovely light of day is softly fading from 
the sight. He cannot be mistaken, for there 
are no stars to be seen in his vicinity, and he 
shines with a peculiar brilliancy unlike that of 
any other star. His light is intense, sometimes 
white, like Sirius, and sometimes rosy, like the 
dawn.—Providence Journal.

Four Thousand People at the Night Service 
—“ Come Unto Me All Ye That Labor and 
Are Heavy Laden.” 

The rain bad aneffecton the attendance at 
the Casino Rink in the evening, there being a 
good many vacant seats and the audience not 
numbering over 4,000—the smaliest crowd ata 
night meeting since the evangelists came to 
the city. Capt. Moreten gave out the hymas. 
The Rev. Dr. Scudder read a part of the one 
bundred and ninth Psalm. Dr. Williamson of- 
fered prayer. The requests were: From a 
Christian mother for two unconverted sons; 
for a husband who was led astray, he having 
Christian parents; for a drinking brother who 
was much affected by the meetings at first, but 
had fallen back; for a father who had not yet 
been brought to God; fora man who bad con- 
secrated himself heart, soul, and body, and 
that his wife, children, and neighbors might 
be brought to a knowledge of the truth. The 
Rev. Mr. Tracey led in prayer. The Schubert, 
Quartet sang Remember Now Thy Creator 
and “Sweet By-and-By” so acceptably that 
they were called out again, and gave Lead, 
Kindly Ligut.“ Capt. Moreton, before direct- 
ing the usbers to pass the baskets, asked that 
the deficiency in numbers be madeup bya 
large col.ection, because the expenses were 
just the same whether there were 500 or 5,000 
present. Brother Jones said in substance: 

1 think we bave many things to be grateful 
for. lam thankful for these sweet songs. It 
is encouraging to my faith and bope in this 
work to see such an audience here such a night 
as this. This is about, everything considered, 
the largest congregation we bave bad. {Brother 
Jones evidently meant, among other things, 
considering the weather.| It is a stormy, wet, 
bud n gut. and yet your interest in these meet- 
ings brings you out. I am so glad to see you 
here. Now, let us make it a profitable service. 
We read three verses: 

Come unto me, all ye that labor and are heavy 
laden, and 1 will you rest. Take my yoke upon 
you and learn of me, forl am meek and bwly in 
heart and ye shall find rest unto your souls, for my 
yoke is easy and my burden is light. 

The first clause of this text is an invitation. 
Christ was not only a divine Savior, but He 
was truly a divine philosopher. Christ was 
not only a pbysician in the sense that He had 
remedies for the race, but He was a philoso- 
pher in the sense that he understood the con- 
dition of the race. He not only knows the 
remedies for man's ls, but He knows what 
our ills are in every sense of the word. There 
is a great deal, brethren, in a phy- 
sician having a case thoroughly in band. 
In times of sickness in my own family 
I have sent for our old family physician—a 
man I have great confidence in his medical 
Skill and ability—and when I see the ehild is 
very sick I watch the doctor as closely as I do 
the child, and I never feel satisfied about my 
little one until I ean see an expression of con- 
fideace on the doctor’s face. And I tell you 
woen that expression of confidence comes—the 
very instant—the doctor says he bas the case 
thorougbiy in band, that be understands the 
nature of the diseuse afflicting the child. And 
all physicians wili tell you that the greatest 
trouble in their practice is with little children, 
Although the system of a child will respond to 
treatment much more readily than grown peo- 
ple, the doctor will tell you that the 
great troubie with the management of 
chiidren is in ‘the diagnosis. If he 
knows just exactly what is the troubie 
be knows what todo with the little fellow. 
And right there is where skill comes in, and 
right at that point a good doctor will beat a 
sorry one in finding vut what the matter is. 
The sorriest doctor you ever saw knows just 
exactly wbat to do, but be doesn’t kuow what 
is the matter. Locate and name the trouble 
and any physician knows exactly what the 
remedy is.

The Appleton-Sanders Row in the Second 
Likely to Result in the Defeat of One of 
the “ Perpetuals — The Aldermanic Sit. 
uation in the Other Wards—The Dem- 
ocratic Press on the Franchise-Selling 
Members of the City Legislature. 


For the second time witbin three weeks it is 
reported that Ald. “Jim” Appleton and Ald 
“Pat” Sanders in the Second Ward have 
buried the hatcbet, and that the Democrats of 
the ward are united on the nominee, Pat Sand- 
ers. The report is not any more reliable than 
it was when first circulated. Appleton madea 
fierce fight against Sanders after peace was de- 
clared. The only consideration that might in- 
duce him now to support Sanders would be the 
hope for being reslected bimself next spring 
when he would need the support of Sanders. 
But Appleton is saying that three terms ought 
to be enough, and he ought to give somebody 


else achance. It is not thought that he will 
ask to be re€iected next spring, and he will 
probably this year throw his influence for 
George Mueller, the Republican nominee. 

In the Third Ward the Opposition to Frank 
Follansbee, the Republican nominee of the 
primary for Alderman, bas not subsided, but 
Follansbee is confident of success. He prom- 
isesa bigger surprise election-day than he 
caused at the primary by being elected by an 
enormous majority. 

The chances for the election of the Kepublic- 
an nominee for Alderman in the Ninth, Jobn 
R. Wheeler, are better than before the Demo- 
cratic primary, so called. Joe Duffy, the 
candidate of the Young Democracy and other 
dissatisfied Democrats, is not satisfied with the 
resuit of the primary. He will oppose John 
Gaynor up to election-day: He is spending 
money freely and has the command of his 
father’s bank account, which is considerable. 
It is reported in the Ninth Ward that his 
father, a wealthy contractor, told him he could 
not return to bis bome until he made the fight 
to the end. Duffy has the support of many 
Democrats. On the Republican side Maynard 
Hamilton is not expected to stay in the fie!d, 
although be made some sbow of continuing the 
tight immediately after the primary. Wheeler 
wilt probably have the united support of the 
Republicans. 

It is said by Aid. Campbell’s friends that the 
object in bringing out W. J. Snell in the 
Twelfth in opposition to him is more to fetch 
out the whole Republican vote for the town 
ticket than with any serious intention of de- 
feating Campbell. 

EX-Ald. Quirk. who was spoken of as a prob- 
able independent candidate in the Thirteenth 
Ward, will heartily support the regular party 
nominee, Capt. Landon. 

Oscur Raabe is the second independent Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Alderman in tne Four- 
teenth Ward. Kowalski, the Pole, has pulled 
out.“ 

J. J. Curran is again mentioned for Alder- 
manin the Seventh against Hildreth. Mr. 
Curran will bardly run, however. ‘Tis too 
late to make the race, his friends think. 

There issome taik that an effort will be 
made to induce Ald, Sborey to be a candidate 
for reélection and to forego his intention of 
going to Hyde Park for two years more at 
least. His able services are needed in the 
Council. 


Why Aldermen Are Not Howling About 
Dirty Streets. 

While itis an ill wind that blows nobody 
good, it may be also true that a good wind 
brings withitafair consignment of evil. A 
case in point is the new Election law. From 
time immemorial the two weeks prior to elec- 
tion have been assiduously devoted to street- 
cieaning. It was always discovered—just be- 
fore election—with startiing suddenness that 


the streets were very dirty, and the Aldermen 
rushed forward, particularly those whose 
terms were about expiring, ‘to redeem the 
city’s credit and at the same time prove they 
were the friends of the toiling masses. Now 
all this is changed. The streets are in a 
frightfni condition, the toiling masses are just 
as much in need of a little extra work as they 
have been for a decade, but no Alderman gets 
bimseif boarse talking about it. 

This Aldermanic coma may be due to the 
fact, made so by the new Election law, that 
the men temporarily employed on the streets 
cannot be voted on patent affidavits as they 
have been in former years, and that a registry 
of two weeks at leastis now required, which 
estops the fine work of colonizing the ciose 
wards. However it may be, it is strange that 
the City Fathers can look at the same thing so 
differentiy this year than all the years before 
this unless there is a potent reason for it. 
Mud on the streets and purity at the ballot-box 
as a result seem to follow the new law.

The Cook County Democratic Club held its 
regular monthly meeting at the club-rooms 
last night. C. A. Oakley said he understood 
that ex-County Commissioner Ochs intended to 
run for Aiderman of the Fourteenth Ward in- 
dependent of Jeremiah Sullivan, the reguiar 
Democretic nominee. Both men were mem-

DEMOCRATIC DISGUST, 


“Kicks” from the Three Towns on the 
Tickets Put Up. 

The Democrats seem to have been as un- 
fortunate in their nominations for town of- 
ficers as they have been in their Aldermanic 
nominations, There is complaint en all sides. 
In the South Town, in addition to the fight 
Bin“ Fitzgerald is making on West—and he 
is figoting him vigorousiy—and the fact that 
Dum Clingen, under indictment, is on the 
Campaign Committee, it has been discovered 
by the gang—too late, however—that Henry 
Stuckart, the nominee for Treasurer, was 
swornin as Republican judge of election for 
the Twenty-first Precinct of the Fifth Ward, 
that he served on reyistranon-days as such Re- 
publican judge, that he sought the Republican 
nomination for Collector, and was a Republican 
until the bour before be was nominated. One 
can well imagine the grace with which St. Clair 
Sutherland, Brian Philpot, and other old-time 
Democrats can vote for such a Democratic 
neophyte. The ancient Celts of the Fifth 
Ward are also kicking against the colored 
candidate for Clerk, or, as they call him, ** Nig- 
ger Olmstead, 

On the North Side, the nomination of Lyons 
and McCormick, both from the Seventeenth 
Ward section of Mayo, is denounced by the 
other aspirants. Tne clerkship had been 
promised to the Eigbteenth Ward, and there 
is a big kick because it did not go there. The 
Democratic registration in this ward is ex- 
ceedingly light this year, and so good ah au- 
thority as Mike Corcoran on the Democratic 
side shakes his head very doubtfully concern- 
ing the outcome of next Tuesday’s contest. 

The biggest kick, however, is on the West 
Side. There Sokup's friends are charging 
treachery against Ryan. Sokup had the nom- 
ination on the informal ballot, and the infor- 
mal ballot would have been deciared formal 
but for the stupidity of the Chairman. He re- 
fused to entertain the motion. Ryan's friends 
had time to raily, and it is claimed that the 
long green was pilentifully handed round. 
The deiay ia reporting from the Committee 
on Control was prearranged, and an effort was 
made to get Ryan and Sokup to withdraw in fa- 
vor of a stronger candidate—several reputable 
Democrats having been mentioned. Ryan re- 
fused point-biank, and Sokap was equaily un- 
yieiding. They practically owned most of the 
delegates between them. Stensiand’s nomina- 
tion was an afterthought. Herman Sigmund, 
who bad been mentioned in connection with 
the place, refused the use of his name. Stens- 
land will get some Norwegian votes for him- 
self, but he-will not add to the strength of the 
ticket. Ryan is doomed to certain defeat. His 
assessments in 1884 caused much dissatisfac- 
tion. The office was conducted extravagantiy 
by bim. Besides, even the Democrats are tired 
of voting for saloonkeepers for every local of- 
fice. Kleckner is the only strong man on the 
ticket. The Germana were ignored complete- 
!y by the convention, a fact on which they 
congratulate themselves, no doubt. Of Fran- 
cina, the Bobemian nominee for Clerk, nobody 
outside his immediate relatives bas ever beard. 
The de.ewates could not rvcall his name five 
minutes after the adjournment of the conven- 
tion. 


The West Town Democratic Convention. 

The Democracy of the West Town held acon- 
vention at Fitzgerald’s Hall, corner of Halsted 
and Adams streets, yesterday. It was charac- 
teristically noisy and pugnacious. The conven- 


tion was called for 10 o' clock, but it was near- 
ly 11:30 before the delegates could be got to 
take their seats. There appeared to be half a 
score of fights going on among the select and 
their followings, and the saioons and street cor- 
ners in the neighborhood were noisy with re- 
criminations and efforts to patch up differ- 
ences. The cliques which gathered around 
ward or precinct oracles appeared indifferent 
to the piercing wind and chilling drizzle of rain, 
and when they did move into shelter it was 
only to emphasize some sentiment or kick 
with a drink. Among those prominent amid 
the crowds were Michael Cussius McDonaid, 
County-Clerk Ryan, Commissioner Casselman, 
James McHale, and Ald. Sheridan, who moved 
sinuously through one contentious gathering 
to another, giving a tip here and a command 
there. 

Enough of the convention was finally got to- 
gether to make a quorum and E. F. Kelly, 
Chairman of the Town Committee, called it to 
order. John O'Callaghan was made Cbairman. 
Eigbty-five delegates represented the nine 
wards. The roll of delegates baving been 
called, notices of contest were presented from 
the Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, and Twelfth Wards. 
A committee on credentials reported in favor 
of admitting from the Eighth Ward ten of the 
regular delegation and five of the contestants, 
from the Ninth Ward four regulars and three 
contestants, and the entire reguiar delegations 
from the Tenth and Twelfth Wards. Ine re- 
port was adopted, but it by no means ended 
disagreements, for the next ba.f-hour was de- 
voted to questions, objections, and disorder. 
Finally ths convention calmed down sufficient- 
ly to undertake the nomination of an Assessor, 
and Joseph Sokup and T. E. Ryan were 
named. An informal ballot resulted in giving 
the former 43 and the latter 42 votes. 
The forma! ballot which succeeded wore an 
entirely different complexion, Kyan receiving 
48 and Sokup 87 votes. Ryan's nomination was 
made unanimous. 

For Collector Tuomas Brennan, Conrad Nie- 
boff, and Paul O. Stensiand were placed in 
nomination, and the latter was declared elect- 
ed, he having recevied 53 votes to Niehoff's 12 
and Brennan’s 1. 

John W. Kieckner was next nominated for 
Supervisor, and was unanimously elected. 

For Town Clerk John Frantina of the Sixth 
Ward received a unanimous nomination. 

The nomination of six Constabies being next 
in order, Robert Harris, colored, from the 
Thirteenth Ward. was named witbout opposi- 
tion, but the convention became so uproarious 
and disorderly thereupon that further nomina- 
tions could not be heard. It was finally agreed 
to leave the selection of the other Constabies 
to the Ceutral Committee,

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WHAT THE TRANSCONTINENTAL WAR 
HAS RESOLVED ITSELF INTO. 


The Rates to California Points Being 
Sliced Anew with Redoubled Ferocity— 
No Knowing Where the Trouble Will 
End—Heavy Cut in Northwestern Rates 
~The Dubuque & Northwestern—A New 
Iowa Road—Other Items. 


As predicted jin -yesterday’s Trisune the 
heavy reduction made by the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fs in passenger rates to Pacific coast 
points bas stirred up a hornet’s nest, and yes- 
terday morning its competitors got even by 
knocking the bottom out of California rates 
completely, as will be seen dy the follow. 
ing dispatch sent to the General Passenger 
Agents of the Missouri River roads in this city 
by the Genera! Passenger Agents of the Union 
Pacific, Burlington & Missouri River, and Den- 
ver & Rio Grande Railroads: “Commencing 
Tuesday, March 30, these lines wil: take the fol- 
lowing rates from Missouri River common 
points via Ogden to San Francisco, Redding, 
Colorado intermediate points, except San 
Diego: First class, unlimited, $60; first class, 
limited, $30, with rebate of $25; second class, 
or emigrant, $20, with rebate of $15. The 
through tickets of Eastern lines, with exchange 
coupons or orders drawn on Missouri River 
Officers at gross rate given above, will be ac- 
cepted in exchange for rebate tickets at those 
figures. These rates will take the place of any 
former quotation, and the gross rates quoted 
will apply hereafter to unlimited points 
in Nevada, Utah, Wyoming, and Colora- 
do affected thereby, but no rebate 
will be paid except on tickets to California 
destinations. Prepaid orders good thirty days 
from date of issue may be drawn on California 
points for return east-bound tickets to the 
Missouri River at the same gross rate as given 
above, indorsed for the same rebate, thus 
making a net round-trip rate of $10 from 
the Missouri River to California and 
return. Orders will also be accepted from 
Missouri River for first-class round- 
trip tickets Missouri River to California points 
and return at the following flat rate: Limited 
to ninety days for the round trip, $50; six 
months for the round trip, $75. These tickets 
are good thirty days going in each direction, 
with stop-over privileges anywhere en route, 
with choice of the foliowing lines east of Og- 
den: Union Pacific, Burlington & Missouri 
River, or Denver & Rio Grande, as desired by 
passengers. 

In addition to the above notice is given that 
the rouna-trip rate of $38 from Kansas City to 
California and return is availabie via Union 
Pacific and Burlington & Missouri River Roads, 
and that lines not in the Missouri River Pas- 
senger Assoclauon have already added thereto 
$19, thus making the round-trip ticket, good 
thirty days in either direction, available to re- 
turn within ninety days, Chicago to California 
points and return, $57, which rate is adopted 
by ali the lines from Chicago. 

Under above instructions tickets are now 
being sold by ail the Chicago lines from Chica- 
go to California points at $14.50 first class (ad- 
ding $9.50 to the $5-rate from Missouri River) 
ana at $12 second viass and emigrant (adding 
$7 to the $5-rate from Missouri River), with the 
privilege of returning at any time within 30 
days at the same rates. 

Up to last evening the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé bad taken no steps to meet the above 
rates, but it is expected that orders will be is- 
sued by them this morning not only to meet 
those rates but to go still lower. The proba- 
bility now is that the Santa Fé will reduce the 
rate from the Missouri River to San Francisco 
to nothing, as it is now doing on east-bound 
business, which would make the first- 
class limited rate from Chicago to Cali- 
fornia $9.50 and the second-class rate 
$7. What the other roads will do in such an 
event is bard to predict, but it would not be 
surprising if they would try to get even by 
offering a premium to passengers taking their 
lines. The roads are now playing a game of 
freeze-out, and the fleht has dwindled down to 
a question of endurance. It is not believed 
that this condition of affairs can prevail any 
great length of time, but the heavy reductions 
im round-trip rates, good for three and six 
months, will seriously affect the California 
roads long after peace has been declared. 

The war on freight rates it is believed will 
also be resumed with renewed energy within a 
day ortwo. The rates from this city to Cali- 
fornia points are still quoted at from 26 cents 
to 30 cents per 100 pounds. From St. Louis 
the rates are already much lower, it being re- 
ported that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé 
and St. Louis & San Francisco are taking 
freight from St. Louis at $3 per ton, or 15 
cents per 100 pounds. 


Heavy Cut in Northwestern Freight Rates. 

In spite of the emphatic denials of the re- 
ports that freight rates from St. Paul and 
Northwestern points are being seriously cut 
Tur TBIBUNE can state upon the best of in- 
formation that at least one of the roads has 
for the last two or three days been cutting 
rates nearly one-half. The road in question 
is making the following minimum rates 
between Chicago and St. Paul to certain large 
shippers: First class, 35 cents per 100 pounds; 
second class, 25 cents; third class, 15 cente; 
fourth and fifth classes, 12% cents; classes A, 
B. and C. 10 cents. The regular tariff rates 
are as follows: First class, 60 cents; second 
class, 45 cents; third class, 35 cents; fourth 
class, 22% cents; fifth class, 17% cents; class A, 
22% cents; class B. 20 cents; class C. 17% cents; 
and class D, 15 cents. This shows that the cut 
is a very serious one, and does not augur well 
for the future maintenance of rates. Nothing 
had been learned from the meeting of the Gen- 
eral Freight Agents of the various roads inter- 
ested in the Northwestern traffic at St. Paul 
yesterday up to a late hour in the even- 
ing, but it is fair to presume 
that under the existing circumstances no 
agreement can be made for the maintenance 
ot rates during this summer. If there had 
been any hope of a satisfactory agreement no 
such reduction wouid have been made by any 
of the lines on the eve of the St. Paul meeting. 
It is the generai opinion that a serious war on 
Northwestern freight rates cannot be avoided. 


The Canadian Pacific to Make an Independ- 
ent Fight. 

Mr. George Olds, General Traffic Manager of 
the Canadian Pacific, who is in the city, states 
that bis road will be opened through to Van- 
couver, its Pacific coast terminus, about June 
1. While his company does not mean to active- 
ly compete for the Oregon or California busi- 
ness, it means to work bard for a ful! share 
of the Washington Territory and all North- 
western territory business which is contiguous 
to and can be easily reached by bis road. His 
road will be well able to get away with a large 
share of the Washington Territory business, 
having superior facilities for reaching all prin- 
cipal points by steamers on Puget Sound. Of 


course, all the British Columbia business 
would go by his road. As his company has 
no intention of competing for California 
traffic, be could see no reason why his com- 
pany should join the Transcontinentai Associa- 
tion, If the association is ever reorganized it 
would have to be dove without the assistance 
ot his company. It means to compete ouly 
for business from such points as it can easily 
reach, aud besides the Oregon lues 
can have no competitors for that busi- 
ness, and of this would no doubt 
secure its full share and therefore does not 
need to go into a combination with the Cali- 
fornia lines. Next season his company ex- 
ts to be able to compete actively with the 
California lines fur the business from China 
and Japan, as the Vanadian Government bas 
already decided to subsidize a line of steel-built 
steamships to run between Vancouver and Chi- 
na and Japan. These steamers would be superior 
to any now in the Chins or Japan service and 
would, no doubt, ia connection with the Can- 
adian Pacific, secure the great bulk of the En- 
giish ana European business. His company 
was now at work sbortening the line between 
Montreal and Halifax, which, when completed. 
would enable it to run trains between Hali- 
fax and Vancouver in seven days. 
But, aside trom its competition § for 
the Northern Pacific Coast business, 
his company would soon be abie to compete 
actively tor the east-bound traffic from Chicago 
to Montreal and all New England points. From 
Chicago to St. Tuomas his company would use 
the Michigan Central and from Montreal to 
New England points the Montreal Southeastern, 
with which roads a trafiic agreement had been 
perfected. In anticipation of heavy traffic be- 
tween Chicago and Montreal and New Engiand 
points his company bad decided to buiid 120 
miles of new road between Tcronto and Mont- 
real, which will shorten the route forty miles. 
The new road would be constructed in the most 
superior manner. Only seventy-two-pound 
steel rails and nine-foot ties, 3,000 to the mile, 
would be used.

Presume you have addressed 
similar request to Atlantic & Pacific, which has its 
Own tickets on sale in San Francisco; also Califor- 
nia Southern, which likewise sells its own issue 48 
Southern California points; and I have to request 
that resident representatives of your roads will be 
instructed to abstain from the use of commissions. 
for purpose of cutting rates by allowing any such 
portion of commission to be pa passengers. 
Otherwise rates will again become demoralized 
und we will be compelled to ask the privilege of 
using as basing rate the net rate thus made by 
your agents to enable us to sell over our counters 
at same net-rate figures. This is the course that 
has been pursued by the lines west of Chitago und 
St. Louis. Can we depend upon similar instruc- 
tions being given by general passenger agents in 
your association? 

Upon receipt of this dispatch Commissioner 
Daniels communicated with the General Pas- 
senger Agents of the various roads in his as- 
sociation and they have authorized him to in- 
form Mr. Goodman that the agents of the Rast- 
ern roads wiil not be allowed to use their 
commission or any portion thereof for the 
purpose of cutting regular rates. 

It is hardly probabie, however, that the San 
Francisco agents.can be restrained from using 
a portion of their commission for the purpose 
of securmg traffic for their respective lines. 
They have done this beretofore m spite of 
iron-clad agreements and positive instructions, 
and they will no doubt continue todo so. Uf 
course, they will be punishea if deterted, but 
they will take good care that their doings are 
not found out.

The Appointment of a Receiver Asked For, 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 30.—[{Special.]— 
Proceedings were begun in the State court to- 
day of a rather sensanonal character, being 
nothing less than the filing of a petition asking 
the appointment of a receiver for the Indian- 
apolis, Bloomington & Western and the White 
River Railways. The suit was brought under 
the terms of Sec. 3,016 of the Revised Statutes, 
which provides thata receiver may be ap- 
pointed tor corporations which permit a judg- 
ment to go unsatisfiea fora year. The cir 
cumstances of the case are these: In the year 
1883 George K. Barnbart, engineer on 
the Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis & 
Chicago Railroad, was injured in a collision with 
a Wabash “cut,’’ on the White River Road, 
and in February, 1885, he obtained judgment 
against the Indiapa, Bloomington & W 
and White River Companies for $8,000 dam- 
ages, having been permanently injured.

THE money market was dull and un- 
changed. Sterling exchange was stronger.

Tne long and expensive litigation over the 
Kerr tract” of 111 acres, which was taken 
by the South Park Commissioners in 1870 for 
park purposes, has at last come to an end by 
a decision from the United States Supreme 
Court affirming the decision of the lower 
court, It will be remembered that in the 
original suit brought against the Commis- 
sioners by the owners of the tract the latter 
secured a verdict of $350,000, which rendered 
the extraordinary and absurd figure at that 
time of about $3,153 per acre. On the sec- 
ond trial the verdict reduced the amount to 
$155,400, a saving of nearly $200,000. The 
reduction was satisfactory to the Commis- 
sioners, particularly as this sum, under the 
instruction of Judge Gresham, had been fixed 
upon as the actual amount the tract would 
have been worth had there been no intention 
to make a park there, not upon the advan- 
tage which might accrue in the future for 
that reason. This unquestionably was the 
motive which governed the jury in fixing the 
larger sum, but on the second trial the court 
was explicit in its instructions that the value 
of adjacent property must be the standard, 
without any reference to the park location. 
Upon these instructions the reduction was 
made, and the court of last resort has con- 
firmed it, which ends the case. With inter- 
est this will be a saving to the people of ful- 
ly $300,000—a portion of the principal, 
$120,000, having been paid. The final re- 
sult should also be satisfactory to the own- 
ers. If the park had never been thought of 
and an offer had been made them in 1870 of 
even $1,000 per acre they would have taken 
it without a second thought. 


COSI OF STREET-LIGHTING. 

It is now nearly two years since the Com- 
mon Council of this city ordered a return to 
the plan of lighting the street-lamps by ref- 
erence to the sunlight alone. This involves 
the burning of gas or oil during 4,000 hours 
per annum in each of about 18,000 lamps, 
most of them using gas. For more than ten 
years previous to the change noted the 
schedule time per lamp averaged a little less 
than 2,400 hours per annum, but in the last 
half of the period the time was somewhat 
extended by giving the Gas Inspector au- 
thority to order the lamps to be lighted in 
bad weather when the moon would other- 
wise have been shining with a light at least 
equal to that furnished by gas. 

The plan of using the moonlight was 
adopted in the hard times attending the panic 
of 1878. That crisis came upon the city 
while it was yet staggering under the effects 
of the prostration caused by the great fire, 
while the gas companies had succeeded in 
making a contract to supply the city at a 
very high price for the next ten years. It 
was absolutely necessary to reduce the con- 
sumption of gas, and highly desirable to cut 
it down to the smallest possible figure. 
Hence tables were prepared for each year, in 
advance, which allowed the lamps in the 
streets to remain unlighted at night when 
the moon was more than one hour high and 
not less than half full—except at the discretion 
of the Gas Inspector, as above noted. Occa- 
sionally fault was found because the street 
gas was not burning while the moon was un- 
der a cloud, and it was claimed to be impos- 
sible to avoid that unless the gas were kept 
burning all night. Finally the Aldermanic 
friends of the companies saw their oppor- 
tunity in the increase of revenue provided 
by the passage of the Harper bill. They 
„went back on the moonlight ’—protest 
against the change being all the more feeble, 
as about that time the price of the material 
was being reduced as a result of competition 
by a new company. With all this, however, 
the city now finds itself behind nearly $200,- 
000 on its gas bills, and an application has 
recently been made to the courts for an in- 
junction to restrain it from paying the gas 
debts of the past out of money appropriated 
to pay the expenses of this year. At the last 
meeting of the Common Council Ald. Weth- 
erell called attention to the fact that last year 
each of the street lamps in the West Divis- 
ion cost over $17 in excess of the cost for 
1882, the difference being due to the greater 
number of hours of lighting. 

There can be no question of the fact that 
during about a fortnight in each month (that 

is, for about a week before and after the date 
of full moon) we receive more light from our 
attendant world when she is unobscured by 
clouds than from any gas-lamp that was ever 
placed in the streets of this city, Hence it is 
altogether useless to burn gas in competition 
with the moonlight in that period, unless it 
be desired to aid thereby in supporting the 
gas companies and their friends out of the 
City Treasury. As no one wishes this out- 
side of the very small minority Who would 
share in that contribution of the many to the 
few, we have simply to fall back upon the 
inguiry if it be not possible to utilize 
the light of the moon on clear nights 
without having to blunder around in dark- 
ness when the sky is thickly overcast with 
clouds. Itisclaimed that this contingency 
cannot be provided against in any other way 
than by letting the gas burn in the street- 
lamps all night“ rain or shine.” To this 
we simply reply that it would be provided 
against if the cost of illuminating the streets 
at night had to be borne by an individual in- 
stead of a corporation. No sane man who 
knew that he had to foot the bills would rest 
content with the slip-shod plea of non 
possumus.” Give to any responsible indi- 
vidual the contract for lighting the streets at 
night, including the payment of so much 
per thousand feet to the gas com- 
panies and the payment of all dam- 
ages incurred thrangh failure to illuminate 
when it would otherwise be dark! He might 
continue the present arrangements in force, 
but it would be only while he made an effort 
to replace them by something bette, bis 
own pocket. He might first of all try to as- 
certain if it were not possible to arrange for 
reaching the lamplighters at anv hour of the 
night by signal from an intelligent party who

button would not only abolish the necessity 
of arousing 300 men from their slumbers, 
but effect a large saving by having all the 
lamps lighted and extinguished at the same 
instant. Whether this or some other plan 
were adopted the It cannot be done would 
be disproved in some way, and that without 
the necessity of paying 25 cents per thousand 
feet to certain of the Aldermen for their in- 
fluence” in perpetuating the system after it 
had once been established. It has been 
rather broadly hinted that such payment has 
been made by the gas companies within very 
much less than a score of years past, and 
that the present order of things is not en- 
tirely independent of pecuniary emphasis of 
that character. How would it do to try the 
contract system just for a change”? We 
think it quite likely that more than one re- 
sponsible person in the city could be found 
willing to take itas above described, on the 
condition that he should receive what is now 
paid out by the city for bossing the job, and 
in addition thereto 10 per cent of all that 
would be saved on the present cost of street- 
lighting at so much per lamp. 


COST OF THE GREAT STRIKE TO THE 
INNOCENT PUBLIC. 

Some of the railroad men at St. Louis have 
been estimating the cost of the great railroad 
strike so far as the losses come within the 
range of their observation, The amount of 
freight that would have been moved had 
there been no disturbance is estimated at 
280,000,000 pounds and possessing a proba- 
ble value of $50,000,000. All this property 
has been blockaded in depots, cars, manu- 
facturing establishments, and warehouses; 
much of it has been seriously impaired in 
value by the delay and a considerable quan- 
tity of perishable goods must be reckoned as 
a dead loss to the owners. There are no 
means of calculating the loss which the strike 
has inflicted on merchants, Shippers, and 
other outside parties, but the dam- 
age done the railroads and their employés 
can be estimated with a close approach 
to accuracy. The Gould lines have lost 
$2,200,000 in gross revenue, 8300, 000 in 
damage to railroad property, and $200,000 
expended for detectives and guards and in 
the futile effort to run trains. The strikers 
have lost at least $500,000 in wages, but 
6,000 engineers, conductors, firemen, clerks, 
and telegraph operators had to quit work in- 
voluntarily, and as most of them were hiah- 
salaried men their losses were much greater 
than those of the striking switchmen, track- 
men, and freight-handlers, All the idle men 
have been compelled to borrow muney, ac- 
cept charity, or live on savings during the 
time af the strike. The immediate loss sus- 
tained by the railroads and their employés 
cannot be less than $4,000,000, which is quite 
a sum for workmen and their employers to 
throw in the fire as the cost ot four weeks of 
idleness and riot without any tangible cause 
specified for the strike. 

Some facts stated in the dispatches from 
St. Louis tend to show the extent of the in- 
direct damage caused by the strike. Seven 
flouring mills with a capacity of 3,000 bar- 
rels a day were forced to shut down, altho 
they had given no offense to the strikers. A 
smelter works, employing 600 men, and ten 
other manufacturing establishments were 
compelled without having given offense to 
suspend on account of the lack of transporta- 
tion facilities. Hundreds of smaller estab- 
lishments were affected in the same way, and 
many that avoided suspension lost ground 
that it will take months to recover, Damage 
of this character was suffered not only in St. 
Louis and Kansas City, but in the greater 
portion of three or four States, and it may be 
said generally that the strike has seriously 
disturbed and injured the business interests 
of tour millions of people. It damaged 
farmers, drovers, dairymen, miners, mer- 
chants, bankers, clerks, draymen, carpen- 
ters, masons, machinists, factory hands, 
wood.and metal workers, and in fact every 
class of people in the Southwest. 

If strikes like that in the Southwest would 
cause loss simply to the parties engaged in 
them they would be deplorable, but still per- 
haps not remediable by force of law. The 
case is altogether different where the strik- 
ers are engaged in a semi-public business 
and their revolt injures the public generally 
and deprives thousands of persons not par- 
ties to the strike of their means of liveli- 
hood. The actual strikers on the Gould 
lines numbered only 5,770, but on account of 
their unspecified and unknown grievance 
over 6,000 engineers, conductors, firemen, 
clerks, and telegraph operators who were 
satisfied with their employment were 
nevertheless compelled to quit work and sup- 
port themselves by borrowing money or 
using up savings. Thousands of others out- 
side of railway employment had to quit 
work involuntarily on account of the strike. 
The Knights“ struck very hard, indeed, 
when they deprived 10,000 satisfied work- 
men of their means of livelihood for the 
time being. Back of all this, however, is 
the great injury inflicted on the business 
interests of the entire Southwest, which had 
nothing to do with the cause of the strike, if 
there was any cause. Is it to be the accepted 
doctrine in this country that men engaged in 
semi-public employment may take advantage 
of that circumstance in enforcing demands 
which they do not specify to derange com- 
merce, obstruct public highways, and wage 
commercial war on the community? Legis- 
lators may gain enlightenment as to their 
duty by looking over the bill of costs and 
damages resulting to the public from the 
Southwestern strike of the switchmen and 
freight-handlers against the railroad high- 
ways. 


THE BLAIR MENDICANCY SCHOOL 
BILL, 

The advocates of the Blair mendicancy 
school bill seem determined to force their 77 
million measure through the House at Wash- 
ington. Dissatisfied with the time taken tor 
its consideration by the Committee on Edu- 
cation, and evidently fearful that it may die 
a natural death” in its hands, they have 
introduced a duplicate of the bill and referred 
it to the Labor Committee, a majority of 
which have agreed to make a favorable report 
upon it, and thus forestall any action, unfa- 
vorable or otherwise, which the Committee 
on Education might decide to take. An 
analysis of the vote by which the bill was 
prevented from taking its regular course to 
the Education Committee shows that Browne, 
Johnston, Owen, and Ward of Indiana, Cas- 
well, Guenther, and Price of Wisconsin, 
Henderson and Murphy of Iowa, Cutcheon 
and O’Donnell of Michigan, Nelson of Min- 
nesota, and Henderson, Hitt, and Plumb of 
Illinois voted to send it to the Labor Com- 
mittee. What excuse can these fifteen 
Congressmen, eleven of them Republicans, 
from six Western States, whose intelligent 
people perceive that the bill will do more 
harm than good to popular education, and 
that the immense sum of money will all be 
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| worse than ‘wasted, give for thelf support of 


it? : 

There is no point of view trom which this 
bill commends itself to favorable considera- 
tion. The donation of $77,000,000, which it 
proposes to divide among the States in pro- 
portion to their illiteracy, the great part of 
which will go to the South of course, is based 
at the very outset upon a monstrous injustice, 
as more than two-thirds of the illiterates, 
particularly in the Southern States, are over 
21 years of age, and consequently beyond the 
school age. In Georgia, for instance, there 
are 520,416 such illiterates; out of these 
there are 319,011 who are more than 21 years 


old and consequently are debarred from any 


advantage which might be derived from such 
a law, as the school age in Georgia ends at 
18; and the same rule is true all over the 
country. Asa measure of taxation it is fla- 
grantly unjust, for instead of an equal divis- 
ion it taxes twenty-three States for the bene- 
fit of fifteen. The Washington Post, dis- 
cussing the bill, illustrates this point very 
neatly: 

Florida and New Hampshire have now about 
the same population, the former rapidly ad- 
vancing in that particular, while the latter is 
doing no more than holding ber own, if that. 
According to reports from both States last 
year, Florida bad 93 per cent of her children of 
school age enroiled, with an average daily at- 
tendance of 73 per cent, while New Hampshire 
had only 64 per ceut of her children enrolled, 
ot whom 71 per cent attended, with the yearly 
duration of schools about the same in both 
States; ana yet Senator Blair wants his State 
of New Hampshire to turn into the United 
States Treasury $346,222 more than she takes 
out to help Florida take out $555,499 more than 
she putsin, There is no end to illustrations of 
this character. 

No argument has yet been made or can be 
made by any advocate of this bill to show 
that the South needs this money or cannot 
carry on the work of education in a success- 
ful manner. No candid mau can examine 
the official reports made by the Superintend- 
ents of Education in the South and in the 
messages of its Executives without coming 
to the conclusion that up to the time this bill 
was reintroduced in the Senate the South 
not only had shown herself amply able to 
bear her burdens of education, but in some 
respects was keeping equal pace with the 
North, particularly in the number of children 
enrolled and the average length of the school 
year. This was not a matter of mere asser- 
tion, but was based upon official statistics. 
Nor on the other hand can any candid person 
deny that as soon as the National subsidy 
was proposed it acted as a check upon local 
energy and even revived old opposition to the 
school system, particularly in South Caro- 
lina, Mississippi, and Georgia, where it had 
been most promising. It is a fair illustra- 
tion of this that the Legislature of Georgia, 
which was about to vote an additional tax of 
one-fifth of 1 per cent so as to keep the 
schools open six months, at once dropped the 
matter when the news came that there was a 
likelihood the National Government would 
open an educational soup-house for its bene- 
fit. Mr. Asbury Coward, Superintendent of 
Public Education in South Carolina, says in 
his last report: The discussion of the pol- 
icy of Federal aid for the suppression of il- 
literacy revived into active expression all the 
latent or hitherto silent opposition to the 
common-school system of the State.” These 
illustrations might be multiplied. They show 
that instead of stimulating education in the 
South the Blair mendicancy bill will only have 
the effect to check its healthy school progress, 
retard the efforts of the people, and prove a 
positive injury. It is totally inadequate to 
the end in view. Should it become a law 
the ruling class in the South will make no 
other provision for the common schools and 
in all probability will repeal existing taxes 
for their support. The money intended for 
the colored schools will be squandered, if it 
is not stolen, and at the end of the seven 
years over which the donations are spread 
there will be no funds left and no provision 
for continuing them, in which case Congress 
must open its soup-house again. It is an 
unjust, ill-considered, and dangerous meus- 
ure from every point of view, and no West- 
ern Congressman can vote for it without dis- 
regarding the wishes of his constituents. It 
is an injustice to the North and an insult to 
the South. 


Tue forthcoming Aldermanic election will 
offer to respectable Democrats one oppor- 
tunity they have never enjoyed before. It 
will be the first time they have ever been 
able to vote against the boodle gang in the 
Council without hurting their party. 

Under the old law Aldermen exercised a 
political influence which was deemed of 
much consequence to the party.“ They 
made the election precincts and located the 
polling- places, stuffed the registration, 
packed the judges and clerks, took posses- 
sion of the polls with their own police and 
henchmen, voted whom they pleased. 
counted the votes, and declared the result of 
the canvass whenever they pleased. With 
such a control of the machinery of election 
they had extraordinary opportunities for fa- 
voring their party and for secufing not alone 
their own elections but those of the Mayor, 
City Clerk, City-Attorney, City Treasurer, 
and, in fine, the control of the whole city 
administration. 

Under the new law they are stripped of 
all these prerogatives. The management of 
elections has been taken away from them. 
They have nothing to do with precincts, vot- 
ing-places, judges, or clerks. They cannot 
handle the ballots or count them. ‘They can- 
not declare the result or affect it in any way. 
They are powerless to advance the success of 
the party by fraud or any other way. Now 
that the boodle gang have, renominated 
themselves for office and are of no further 
use to the party in their official capacity—and 
nothing can be expected of them except that 
if elected they will go back to steal, black- 
mail, and eat up taxes—a splendid oppor- 
tunity is offered respectable Democrats to get 
rid of them at once and forever. It is possi- 
ble for them now to vote for the best men, 
with established records, without injuring 
their party. If they do the boodle Aldermen 
will get left. 


Now THAT the County Board has made an 
appropriation to pay the expenses of outside 
Judges who will assist in bringing up the 
work of the Circuit Court in this county, the 
Supreme Court ought to name at once the 
Judges who are to act. Two of the Circuit 
Judges in this county are assigned to the Ap- 
pellate Court, two others are largely occupied 
with criminal cases (and there should be 
three), and hence the court is far behind the 
docket and outside help must be had, Even 
with a full bench of five Circuit Judges it would 
take a great deal of time to clear the docket, as 
nearly 6,000 cases are now awaiting trial. 
Relief can be had only by calling in outside 
Judges, and when this is done their expenses 
should be paid. The country Circuit Judges 
receive less than half the salary paid those in 
Cook County, and it would be unfair to ask 
them to hold court in Chicago without an ex- 
tra allowance. Their salary cannot be in- 
creased, but their expenses while in the city 
may be paid. The allowance of $5 per day 
is reasonable, and a larger sum might be al- 
lowed. If the Supreme Court will appoint

Tun exports of wheat from San Francisco 
and Portland for eight months—July, 1885, to 
February, 1886, inclusive—were 16,086,734 bush- 
els, against 14,006,090 bushels from the leading 
Atlantic ports. Some minor ports are not in- 
cluded for February, but the comparison is 
substantially correct. But of flour the exports 
from Atlantic ports were 4,287,027 barrels, 
while from the Pacific ports only 829,288 bar- 
rels were shipped. Keducing flour to the 
equivalent of wheat, the exports aggregate 
53,116,241 bushels of wheat, of which only 
34,297,711 busbele were from Atlantic and 
19,818,530 bushels from Pacific ports. This 
shows that the outgo from Atiantic ports was 
only a little over three-fifths of the whole, but 
when we come to narrow the comparison down 
to the last five months we find that the Pacific 
ports bave exported 16,300,000 bushels and the 
Atlantic 18,400,000 bushels, incluaing flour; ex- 
cluding flour, taking only the shipments of 
actual wheat, the Pacific ports have sent out 
13,672,537 bushels and the Atlantic ports only 
6,048,248 bushels, the latter being less than 
one-half of the former. The reason for the 
larger exporte on the Pacific is found in the 
fact that while the East was trying to hold up 
prices California scid at a shade under them. 
If the Atiantic grain-dealers had pursued the 
Pacific coast tactics wheat would probably 
have sold in New York below 75 cents and in 
Chicago at 60 to 65. The bottom would have 
fallen out of the market and the English would 
have supplied themselves with breadstuffs for 
next to nothing.

SENATOR VOORHEES DISPLEASING 
OTHER DEMOCRATIC LEADERS. 


He Is Willing to Admit the Territories Even 
at the Risk of Losing a Democratic Ma- 
jority in Congress—The Montana Indian 
Reservation Scheme—Springer and the 
Fees—Mr. Guenther and the Postmaster- 
General—Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 30.— Special. } 
—The Democratic leaders are not pleased 
with the support Senator Voorhees is giving the 
Territories which are seeking admission a6 
States. It is understood that he will make a 
speech favoring the Platt bill to let in Washbing- 
ton Territory. Today after Senator Platt bad 
got through his remarks Voorhees offered an 
amendment which proved to bean enabling 


act for the Territory of Montana. He explained 
that the original bill introduced by himself was 
for admission pure and simple, while 
the amendment did not go so far. 
It amounts to the same thing in the 
end, because the House Democrats 
will be forced to meet the issue of the three 
Territories. There is little question that the 
Republicans in the Senate will pass the meas 
ure admitting Washington Territory. The ac 
cident of a Democratic Delegate in Congress 
does not overshadow the fact that the Terri- 
tory is really Republican. Montana, with its 
Democratic Delegate, is fighting ground for 
both parties, and there would be little opposi- 
tion to its admission. The Democratic leaders 
realize this, and they are for that reason vexed 
with Voorhees intenuon of forcing the subject 
on the House. Having suelved the Senate 
Dakota bill and put forth several alleged 
compromises to cover up their hostility to any 
more new States till after the next Presidential 
election, they want to be freed from further 
embarrassments. The sentiment among the 
Republican leaders seems to be that the issue 
should be squarely raised on the admission of 
the three Territories. This may give the House 
an excuse for keeping Dakota out in the cold. 
but it will make the question a vital one in the 
Congressional elections next fall. The pros- 
pects of a Republican House are bright, aud 
the Fiftieth Congress would be able to right 
the injustice of the Democratic majority in the 
lower branch of the Forty-ninth.

The Montana delegation has begun active 
work in the proposed division of the great In- 
dian reservation now occupied by the Assina- 
boines, Blackfeet, and Gros-Ventres. Their 
plun as formulated for the approval of the 
Interior Department is to divide the reserva- 
tion into five sections, to assign the several 
tribes of Indians to the three alternate sec- 
tions, the two intermediate sections to be 
opened up for settlement and for railroad pur- 
poses. Of the 23,000,000 acres in, the reserva- 
tion this would give about 11,000,000 acres for 
settlement.

The Auditor Brown Investigating Commit- 
tee Not Ready to Report—The Soldiers’ 
Home Bill Passed—A Bill to Prevent 
Double Taxation. 

Des Motnes, Ia., March 30.—Owing to the 
Ulness of Representative Ranck, member of 
the Brown Investigating Committee, the re- 
port was not compieted in time to be presented 
today. 

Ine Sweeney bill for reiucorporation of for- 
eign companies doing business in this State 
was passed by the House as sent from the Sen- 
ate, save that the proviso exempting foreign 


companies buying, selling, and dealing in notes, 
bonds, mortgages, and other securities from 
enforcing their collection in the Federal Courts 
was stricken out, and the bill passed. 

The House spent the afternoon on a bill pro- 
viding for the establishing of a Soldiers’ Home. 
Several amendments were introduced, ana an 
attempt was made to fix the location first, but 
the bill was finally passed substantiaily as it 
came from the Senate. The bili provides for 
an appropriation of $100,000 forthe buildmg 
and maintaining of the home. 

The Duncan bill, to prevent double taxation 
by exempting debts owing before assesament 
on moneys and credits, was indefinitly post- 
poned, 

The Senate passed appropriation bills as fol- 
lows; To Clarinda Hospital for insane, $13,- 
000, instead of $10,000 recommended by the 
committee; to the Institute for Feeble- Minded, 
$31,200, instead of $11,200 as reported by the 
committee; for Benedict Home, $2,000; for 
Fort Madison Penitentiary, $19,200, instead of 
$11,700 recommended by the committee. The 
extra amount appropriated is to be taken from 
the earnings of cogvict labor contracts.

ATHENS, March 30.—[Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. |—April 6 is the anniver- 
sary of the independence of Greece, and it is 
believed that day will be selected by the rash 
Chamber to make war. Russian officers late 
in Suda Bay teil me that at the first hostilo in- 
timation the allied fleet ts expected to initiate 
a blockade, while the Turkish army of 200,000 
and the Greeks’ 90,000 aimost untried men will 
try invasive conclusions.

The Late Jumbo's Consort—P. T. Barnum’s 
New Elephant Getting Ready for an Ocean 
Voyage—She Is Very Vicious. 

Loxpon, March 80.—{Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. I— Mr. P. T. Barnum’s 
new elephant, Alice, the consort of the late 
Jumbo, was fettered at the Zoo today, pre- 
paratory to shipping her to America. She was 
in an obstinate and vicious mood and a large 


force of workmen was occupied several 
bours in moving her 100 = yards, 
although she had been kept several 


days without food in order to weaken her 
physically and render her submissive. During 
the process of moving ber she offered such 
powerful and dangerous resistance that it was 
resolved to immerse her in a pond close by 
when it should be reached. Her keepers and 
their assistants managed to get her into the 


water and partly submerged, but the 
huge beast drove them off by filling her 
trunk with water and squirting it upon 


them until they were neariy drowned, and 
waded back to terra firma. She was finally 
confined in the massive box in which she will 
make the journey to New York, but before 
she could be secured she bad smashed sev- 
eral of the heavy tim bers forming 
the frame-work and nearly demolished 
the front end of the structure in her fur ous 
efforts to escape. She was vigorously prod- 
ded about the bead with a dozen or more 
sharp-pointed pikes, and ultimately became 
moderately tractable. The managers and em- 
ployés of the Zoo seem to be delighted to 
be relieved of the presence of the vicious 
brute. 


Foreign Miscellany. 

LONDOK, March 30.—A fire in English’s tim- 
ber-yard at Peterborough today destroyed 
$500,000 worth of stock. 

Gtasecow, March 30.—George Murray, eu- 
gaged in the iron trade bere, bas failed. His 
liabilities are large, and he offers to settle with 
bis creditors at eight shillings on the pound. 
Another failure in the iron trade is also re- 
ported. 

Pie-iron is quoted at 41 shillings. The price 
of pig-iron has risen owing to the strikes in 
Belgium. 

MADRID, March 30.—An iliness of a sus- 
picious nature has recently appeared in the 
mining regions about Bilbao. It is supposed 
to be cholera.

They have 
managed to keep their anger secret for some 
time, but it burst out involuntarily from one 
of them yesterday. 


The Greening Case Again. 

In the County Court yesterday morning the 
appeal of D. W. Nickerson from the decision 
of the Election Commission restoring A. H. 
Greening to the register of the Ninth Precinct 
of the First Ward came up for trial. Nicker- 
son was represented by H. O. McDaid and John 
D. Adair, and Greening by A. 8. Trude and 
Edgar Terhune. A number of politicians and 
later on many lodging-house voters came into 
the room and filled all the space out- 
side of the railing. Terhune opened the 


proceedings by claiming that the court 
had no jurisdiction in the matter, but his ob- 
jection was overruled and McDaid introduced 
his evidence, which was in substance the same 
as that brought out in Greening’s examination 
before Justice Lyon and before the Election 
Commission. Two new witnesses were intro 
duced. James Feltham, who is in the employ 
of Einstein & Co., testified that he proposed 
Greening for membership in Court Chicago 
No. 17, Order of Foresters, and that Greening 
gave his address as No. 166 North Centre ave- 
nue. He visited Greening at that place re- 
peatedly. J. C. Wallace, an employé of the 
Sheriff's office, testified to the condition of 
Greening’s saloon at No. 1382 Van Buren street, 
showmmg that there was only a little room in 
the rear containing a cot. The balance of the 
evidence was the record of the proceedings be- 
fore Justice Lyon. 

Greening himself was placed on the stand by 
Mr. Terhune, and repeated the testimony he 
had previously given, his statements being 
corroborated by Thomas McDowell, his father- 
in-law. McDaid, in commenting upon the evi- 
dence, repeated the arguments made on the 
former investigation of the cases, saying that 
po matter how many hours or days Greening 
spent at his place of business, no matter how 
often he slept there, his home was where his 
wife resided, as long as she resided in the city 
ana there was no legal separation or divorce.

From a casual inspection of the upper 
part of the walls Monday it was seen that great 
blocks of the stone cornice and ornamental 
projections were breaking off from their moor- 
mus in the non-adhesive mortar and were ready 
to fall at any moment to the court-yard below 
and dash ashower of broken stone about peo- 
ple passing along the sidewalk. Great fissures 
extending down several feet showed just how 
much and what portions of the upper parts of 
the walls were breaking off, and some of these 
cracks were observed to be directly over the 
entrances now used by the public in entering 
into and emerging from the building, 
but they were not thought im- 
minentiy dangerous. Extreme caution will 
be exercised by the men who remove these 
loosened blocks of stone to prevent accidents 
to the public on the streets and to avoid shoot- 
ing down themselves with a mass of the dislo- 
cated rock, which, even before being touched, 
is simpiy balancing, ready to fall. The stone 
in the walis of the building in many places 
lower down than the sections to be repaired by 
Mr. Brainard seems to be chipping off in flakes 
and cracking transversely with the biocks of 
limestone.

THE ERA OF BETTER WAGES, 


Oliver Bros. & Phillips of Pittsburg Volun- 
tarily Announce a Raise of from 8 to 15 
Per Cent—General Labor Matters. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Maron 30.—| Special. |—Oliver 

Bros. & Phillips, operating three of the largest 

iron works in the city, announced this evening 

that beginning Tbursday the wages of their em- 
ployés will be advanced 8 to 15 per cent. This 
advance was made voluntarily and was a great 

surprise to the men. They employ about 3,000 

hands, all of whom will share the benefit of 

the raise. 

The wages of the laborers at Carnegie’s iron- 
milis were advanced today from $1.20 to $1.35 
per ten hours’ work. At Schoenberger’s mill 
the wages were increased 12% cents per day. 

The strike on the West End Road was set- 
tled this afternoon, the company agreeing to 
the modified terms of the Knights of Labor. 
The cars started running this evening. 

RocKFORD, III., March 30.—[Special.}-—To- 
night a secret conference was held between 
the managers of the Forest City Furniture 
Company and the workmen. About a week 
ago the latter demanded an increase of wages 
of from 5 to 40 per cent, giving the directors 
ten days to decide. It is understood the com- 
pany will make a concession and bas prepared 
figures showing tne men just what it can afford 
to pay them. It is thought these will prove 
acceptable. If not, the factory will immedi- 
ately shut down and 200 men will be out of 
work. 

GALENA, III., March 30.—[Special.|—A strike 
for an advance of wages in theweaving de- 
partment of the wooleu mill at Hanover, in 
this county, occurred a few days ago, twenty- 
nine weavers going out. Most of the disaffect- 
ed ones applied for reinstatement and were 
taken back at the old rates. Work is now pro- 
gressing at the mill as usual. 

St. Pau, Minn., March 30.—The striking 
stone-cutters beld a meeting this morning at 
which a circular boycotting the stone quarried 
by Mr. Breem was formulated. The boycott 
will go into effect tomorrow morning. The 
Stonecutters’ Union has taken the matter 
under advisement and will discuss it at its 
next meeting.

A CHEAP WAY TO PAY TAXES. 

RICHMOND, Va., March 30.—The decisious 
rendered by the United States Supreme Court 
last January are now giving the Democrats 
more trouble than anything they have yet 
encountered.

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TEAMS CROSS THESTRAITS 


NO ‘INDICATIONS OF THE ICE-GORGE 
GIVING WAY. 


A New Steamboat Line to Run on the Chi- 


eago and Ogdensburg Route—How the 
Lackawanna Officials Failed to Secure & 
Fleet—Grain Freights Active and Strong 
~The Steamer Morley Sold—Capt. Wilds 
Building a New Boat—An Important 


Decision. 

One of the most important transactions ip a mas- 
rine way that bas occurred this spring is the or- 
ganization of a new line of steamers to run be- 
tween Chicago and Toledo and Ogdensburg in con- 
pection with the Ogdensburg & Lake Champlain 
Railroad. Several years ago this important route 
was controlled by the Northern Transportation 
Line, and when that line ceased operations the 
route was practically abandoned. The Ogdensburg 
& Lake Champlain Railroad Company, however, 
could not afford to lose its water connections, and 
m 1883 organized a steamboat line of its own. Sev- 
eral boats were chartered for the season. and the 
Detroit Dry-Dock Company was awarded a con- 
tract for building three new steamers at a cost 
of $115,000 each. These boats were the Walter 
I. Frost, W. J. Averill, and W. A. Haskell. 
They are the finest steamers ever built for the 
Welland Canal trade. The railroad company, 
after operating the boats for a season, defauited 
in paying for their construction and they were sold 
under the hammer, the Detroit Dry- Dock Company 
being the purchasers. Subsequentiy the railroad 
company made an ineffectual attempt to lease the 

ts, and last season was compelled to take care 
of its lake business by chartering wild tows for 
single trips. This year the compxaoy has been 
more successful in perfecting arrangements, and 
six first-class steamers have been chartered tor 
the season, the line comprising the Frost, Averill. 
Haskell, John Pridgeon Jr., Toledo, and 
Oneida. These boats were not easily secured, as 
the Ogdensburg & Lake Champlain officials met 
with considerable competition from the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western Railroad Company. The 
jatter. which is in possession of unexcelied dock- 
age and terminal facilities at Buffalo, was anxious 
to establish a line of steamers between Chicago 
and Buffalo to run in connection with its road. The 
Ogdensburg people secured the boats by giving «a 
cash guarantee of $15,000 for each and agreeing to 
make a division of the through rate. The railroad 
company reserves the right to purchase the boats 
gt the close of the season, the amount of the guar- 
antee to apply on the purchase price. As now ar- 
ranged, the Toledo and Oneida will run from Toledo 
to Ogdensburg and the other four from Chicago to 
Ogdensburg. 


An Active Demand for Grain-Carrying Ca- 
pacity. 

A fairly active demand existed for grain-carry- 
ing capacity yesterday, freights cqntinuing firm at 
3% cents for wheat and 34 cents for corn to Buf- 
falo. Charters were made for tonnage to load 
290,000 bushels of wheat and 64,000 bushels of corn. 
Some inquiry was made for smali-size craft to load 
for Georgian Bay ports, but carriers were unwill- 
Ing to accept the 2-cents rate offered them. All 
of the vessels chartered came here from 
Milwaukee, consequently the limited supply of 
unchartered tonnage here was not reduced. 
A prominent Milwaukee vessel agent who was in 
Chicago yesterday stated that the supply of avail- 
able tonnage at that port was now nearly ex- 
hausted, and that the small amount remaining 
there could readily be provided for at home. This

The result will be that all the con- 
victs will soon be idle and will have to be 
maintained at the expense of the taxpayers. 
itis estimated that this will cost within the 
next year trom $600,000 to $1,000,000 in money 
alone. The cost in prison discipline and in the 
moral welfare of the convicts will be much 
more serious. Each party in the Assembly is 
trying to put the blame for this disgracefu! 
failure upon the other, but the fact is perfectly 
plain that both are at fault. Both are toady- 
ing to the labor vote, on the supposition that 
they are showing their unwillingness to take 
any action which will tend to bring convict la- 
bor into competition with free labor. Having 
abolished a system which was yielding an an- 
nual surpius to the State, they decline to put 
any system whatever in its place, and thus 
vote in favor of adding $1,000,000 to the annual 
burden of taxation.—New York Post.

Chicago Police Disgusted with the Action 
of the Cincinnati Police aud Prosecuting 
Attorney. n 
Considerable indignation is expressed at po- 

lice headquarters about the recent actions of 

the Cincinnati police toward the department of 
this city. The trouble is attributable to the 
following facts: In June last a thief named 

Fred Casey, alias “Frenohy ”’ Nichola, alias 

Charles Wilson, was arrested in Freeport, III., 

for stealing a valuable diamond, He was held 

in $1,000 bail, and Michael Hayes, a soda-water 
manufacturer of Ch cago, was induced by cer- 
tain misrepresentations to sign his bail-bond. 

Shortly afterwards Casey jumped his bond, 

and when the case was calied for trial, the pris- 

oner not being present, the bond was declared 
forfeited. The police in this city were notified 
about the matter and kept a lookout for Casey. 

He was finally located in Cincinnati a couple of 

weeks ago and placed under arrest, and Detect- 

ive Amstein went there a few days ago for the 
purpose of bringing Casey back. A numberof 
triends of the latter made a fight against bis 
being given over to the Chicago officer, and 
pending the settlement of the question Detect- 
ive Amstein returned to this city. The day 
after bis return the officiais at police headquar- 
ters received the following remarkable telegram 
from Jordan H. Tnomas, Assistant Prosecuting 

Attorney at Cincinnati: 

Shall Il act as attorney for bondsmen in Fred 
Casey matter? The fees will be $100. They are 
fighting for his release. Answer quick, Will wire 
you when to come. 

The Chicago police naturally refused to have 
anything to do with such a proposition coming 
from a public officer, who is paid by the peo- 
ple of Cincinnati to perform bis duties, and 
dropped the case. Mr. Hayes then placed the 
matter in the hands of W. A. Pinkerton of this 
city, who sent an operative to Cincinnati and 
succeeded in obtaining the custody of Casey, 
passing through Chicago with the ‘prisoner on 
the way to Freeport Monday last. The Chicago 
police force have not now the warmest regard 
for the Cincinnati Police Department or the 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney, and are loud 
in their expressions of disgust at the treat- 
ment they bave received at their hands. This 
feeling is largely augmented by the fact that 
when a criminal from any other city is arrest- 
ed by the police in Chicago every possible ef- 
fort is made to assist Sheriffs or police officers 
from other places in preventing the release of 
the prisoner by legal technicalities before the 
officers arrive bere to claim the guilty person.

The Annual Report Read at Boston Yester- 
day—An Excellent Financial Showing— 
Review of the Pan-Electric Litigation— 
Mr. Forbes Extracted Cold Comfort from 
a Visit to the President of the United 

States—The Indiana Law. 

Without solicitation from any quarter, and 
actuated solely by the spirit of fair play, Tun 
TRIBUNE berewith presents to its readers the 
sixth annual report (almost entire) of the di- 
rectors of the American Bell Telephone Com- 
pany for the year ending Dec. 31, 1885. The 
report was read at the annual meeting in Bos 
ton yesterday: 

OFFICE OF THE AMERICAN BELL TELEPHONE 
COMPANY, BOsToN, March 30, 1886.—To the Stock- 
holders: The year ending Dec. 31, 1885, has not been 
marked by the increase ot business of previous 
years, but although there has been a loss of sub- 
scribers in exchanges at certain points, on the 
whole the licensed companies have more than held 
their own, the total number of subscribers showing 
an increase of 2,969, and of telephones in use of 
4,466 during the year. 

The comparative statistics which follow are sub- 
stantially accurate; but, as usual, we are prevented 
from giving figures with the precision which would 
be possible ifthe entire telephone system were 
managed by us directly:

EXCHANGE CONNECTIONS. 

The estimated numberof exchange connections 
daily in the United States is 746,517, or a total per 
year of 272,478,706. The numder of calis per sub- 
scriber varies in different exchanges from two to 
ten Uaily, the average throughout the United States 
being 5 43-100, as compared with 5 18-100, the num- 
ber reported last year, an increase of about 5 per 
cent. The average cost to the subscriber varies 
according to the size of the exchange and the char- 
acter of the service, from two to seven cents per 
connection.

We have received during the year in stock of li- 
censed companies $516,316.67, of which $207,200 was 
tor Mcenses and the rest for cash, and have sold 
$29,631. We have received during the year in divi- 
dends from licensed companios $597,469.98, en in- 
crease of about $122,000 over the previous year. 

During the year a pole line has been butt be- 

tween New York and Philadelphia, with a capacity 
of seventy wires, and twenty-four copper wires 
placed upon them, various sizes being taken for 
purposes of experiment, Some difficulty has been 
found in securing rights of way for this line. Suf- 
ficient facilities are not yet secured in Philadelphia 
for reaching customers there. but itis expected 
that this will soon be accomplished so that the 
question of commercial demand between two large 
cities 100 miles apart will presently have a fair 
test. The Metropolitan Company of New Yorn 
pays for and owns over one- halt of this line, and 
will divide the expenses and receipts with us. The 
line ia practicaily completed, and, with twenty-five 
wires, will cost about $215,000. 
The Canada Company has had a year of prosper- 
ity in spite of tre adverse action of the Government in 
annulling the Bell patents. Their subscribers have 
increased from 7,418 to 9,614, in fact more than in 
any previous year. The company gives good serv- 
ice, is not discouraged by threatening legislation 
from extending facilities as fast as needed, and 
has increased its net earnings from $119,000, in 
1884, to $158,000. in 1885. 

Regarding the proceedings of the Pan-Electric 
Company and the proposed Government suit, the 
stockholders will naturally feel much interest and 
the facts will be stated somewhat in detail: 

The Pan-Electric Telephone Company was or- 
ganized in 1883, with a capital of $5,000,000, the 
ostensibie basis of value for which wasa group of 
patents, some of which related to telephones, of 
one Rogers. Its headquarters are in Memphis, 
Tenn., which ie also the home of Senator Harris 
and others of its promoters. 

These patents are perhaps th3 most palpabie in- 
fringemeéents upon the Bell patents that any one 
has yet attempted to rely upun. 

The principal stockhoiders were leading po!i- 
ticians in the Southern States, and their operations, 
80 tar as the telephone business goes, have been 
mostly confined to that part of the country, 

These gentiemen recéiged large blocks of the 
capital stock, paying nominal sums in money for 
the same. Sub-companies were formed, from 
whom bonuses in cash were taken for the right to 
practice the Rogers inventions in different places, 
and additional blocks of the stock of these sub- 
companies appear to have come to the promoters. 
Jan. 4, 1884. Mr. Garland was asked for an opinion 
on the Rogers patents. 

Mr. Garland replied upon the following day. giv- 
ing what from its tone purports tobe a profes- 
sional opinion, to the effect that he had carefully 
examinea the Rogers patents, and that he was 
clear that they in no way infringed the Beil patent. 

The tirst way in which the influeutial names were 
to be used was, therefore, in getting money for 
supposed rights which bad novaive. The second 
was perhaps equally ingenious, but so far not as 
successful. It was a plan to get the suits of the 
Bell Company against the Pan-Electric Company 
and associates stopped. The program tor accom- 
plishing this was as follows: In 1884 an attempt 
was made to get a statute through Congress au- 
thorizing the Government to bring suit to have, 
patents vacated under certain circumstances. This 
measure was got throughs the House almost unno- 
ticed, but it did not pass the Senate Committee on 
Patents. 

This move failed, but after Mr. Garland became 
Attorney-General, and the other Pan- Electrie 
leaders received important positions under the 
Government, it was decided without the aid of any 
statute to ask Attorney-General! Gerland to order 
a suit brought to annul Beli’s patents on the 
ground that he obtained them by fraud, and that he 
was not the Orst inventor. 

Mr. Gariand declined to act, but left Washington 
for Arkansas, and his next in office, Mr. Goode of 
Virginia, within a day or two of his departare, re- 
ceived a similar request from an associate compa- 
ny of the Pan-Blectric, called the National Im- 
proved Telephone Company of New Orleans. and 
upon one day's examination decided that there was 
reason and authority for consenting, and he or- 
dered the suit brought, notin Massachuetts where 
our company exists, but in Memphis, Tenn. He 
further placed in charge of this suit, with author- 
ity to proceed in the name of the Government, the 
very man whois the most active manager in the 
Pan- Electric enterprise—namely: Casey Young, its 
Secretary and Treasurer, and George B. Gantt, aiso 
a stockholder, and Luke E. Wright of Memphis 
and J. R. Beckwith of New Orleans. For some rea- 
son these men were 80 confident that the suit 
would be ordered. that they hada bill all ready 
(printed beforehand in New Orleans), which was 
immediately fled in Memphis. 

The President, finding that Mr. Goode’s action 
bad been taken without reference for information 
to the Department of the Interior, suggested to 
the Department of Justice that it would be better 
to conform to usage insuch matters; and the suit 
was withdrawn. A new request was then preferred 
and sent to the Department of the Interior for in- 
formation. The Secretary of the Interior, Mr. La- 
mar of Mississippi, gave a hearing, lasting a week, 
on the question of the Government suit, at which 
Messrs. Dickerson, Smith, and Storrow appeared 
for us. Without considering the merits of the 
questions involved. be advised that the Govern- 
ment had a right to bring such a suit, and also that 
it should do so, apparentiy because there was an 
allegation of fraud invol Officers of one of the 
departments, which, fof some reason not ex- 
plained, he thought could alone effectually be in- 
vestigated in a suit by the Government itself; but 
he advised that the Government should conduct its 
own case and at its own expense. 

The ist of February our suit for injunction 
against the National Improved Company in New 
Orleans, the associate of the Pan-Blectric Com- 
pany, was reached. Once more the counsel! for 
our

would follow if the United States 
h refuse us all protection againt in - 
fringement until the Government could try over 
again and determine all the relating to 
the priority of the telephone invention, which it 
has taken us eight years of arduous litigation to 
bring to their present condition of readiness for 
the Supreme Court. 
The court at New Orleans refused to stay pro- 
the arguments have just been heard, and 
we hope for an early injunction in this case. 

Here, then, the whole program lies exposed: 
a plan to sell rights that had no value on the 
strength of prominent names—a plan to wreck our 
property by stopping our suits, pending years of 
wholly unnecessary litigation—a plan to deceiye 
the public into the belief that the defeat of the Bell 
patent would confer value upon Pan-Electrie stock 
—a plan to inveigie Mr. Cleveland’s Administra- 
tion into support of this scheme. 

We felt entire confidence that Mr. Lamar would 
advise that the two parties interested should be 
left to fight their patties before the courts in the 
—— way. and his decision took us Wholly by sur- 
prise. 

When he made it public it seemed proper to 
place the facts in the case before the President; 
and the President of your company [meaning Mr. 
W. H. Forbes] went to Washington and had an in- 
terview with Mr. Cleveland. The latter was told 
that the present owners of the Bell patents had 
bought them in geod faith, in the belief which 
they still entertained that they were 
properly obtained and were valid; that 
on the strength of United States patents 
and re ted decisions of the United State 
Courts jn their favor, the parent company and i 
licensees had invested vast sums of money in put- 
ting this invention into use througbout the coun- 
try; that the sum of fifty or sixty millions of 
dollars was now at stake in the business That 
every issue which the Government was asked to 
raise wus already in the records of several cases 
that had been argued and passed upon by the 
United States’ Courts. which were already far on 
their way to the Supreme Court on appeal, and that 
the first of these cases was expected to come up in 
October. That we bad expended eight years of 
litigation, involving over titty days of argument 
by the ablest counse! we could procure, the taking 
of over 5,000 pages of testimony, and the expendit- 
ure of half a miilion of dollars. That our licén- 
sees could not but view with alarm the prospect 
of going once more over this exoensive and tedi- 
ous road in the faee of a suit brought by the Gov- 
ernment at the instance of a company which they 
believed to be wholly speculative and irresponsible. 

It was shown that the program of the Pan-Elec- 
tric Company was togetour suits stopped and 
not tried, and to avail of official influence to get 
this accomplished, and it was explained how 
thoroughly our property could be destroyed with- 
out trial could the existing suits be suspended 
while the Government suit was slowly making its 
way toadecision. [THE TRIBUNE would like to 
know whether this is the same Mr. Forbes, the 
mugwump, who subscribed $30,000 to the Demo- 
cratic campaign funda few days before Cleve- 
land's election. | 

But the Government adheres tothe advice of 
Mr. Lamar, and the 23d day of March filed a bin 
against this company and our liceaseés in Ohio, at 
Columbus, O., before Judge Baxter.who would also 
have heard the case had it been brought at Mem- 
phis. Messrs. Ihurman of Columbus and Lowery 
of New York, with several others, have been 
selected as counsel, and it is not our belief that 
the management of the suit is to be left within the 
eontroi of the Pan-Electric Company, or that the 

Government intends to allow any unnecessary 
| elay to be interposed in its prosecution. It is to 

noted, however, that it has taken this distin- 

guished group of counsel over two months to de- 
cide the questions which Mr. Goode disposed of in 
a single day. 

While there has undoubtedly been a widespread 
feeling of anxiety among our stockholders and 
licensees at finding the powerof the Government 
thrown into the scale before ite Own courts under 
tne circumstances just described, our counsel and 
the directors feel no uneasiness as to the result of 
such a suit, as all the matters involved have been 
the subject of repeated decisions. 

Regarding the question ot locality of a Govern- 
ment suit we are advised by counsel that jurisdic- 
tion can only be had over us in Massachusetts. 

it is said that Government seeks to find a place 
where no telephone cases have yet been heard, 
but if this be true ite attitude is not easy to un- 
derstand. 

If the subject has already been passed upon it 
cannot under established usage be again consid- 
ered by the Circuit Courts, and if it is new, a court 
which has already made itself familiar with mat- 
ters relating to telephone inventions would seem 
to be the one most likely to give quick and intelli- 
gent dispatch to the business. 

To assume that there is any prejudice in our 
favor in the various courts before whom our suits 

‘have been heard would bean indictment of a 
large part of the judiciary by the Executive, for 
which there Can be po justification. 

Regarding the newspaper agitation that has at- 
tended this Pan-Electric éxposoure, it is proper to 
say that we have taken no part in it, directiy or in- 
directiy. While it would have been wholiy within 
our right to place all the information within our 
reach in the possession of the press, we feit that, 
having adopted the course of going directly to the 
Government with the facts as we understood them, 
it was the proper course, at least under the then 
existing circumstances, to take no partin any dis- 
cussion in the newspapers. 

Yet it has deen impossibie to avoid a sense of 
whole transaction, and the sup- 
ived in official circles made it 

alntain silence, and we feel that this 
ment dt we matter is due to the stock- 


In April, 1885, the State of Indiana passed a law 
restricting the price of rental of a telephone to $3 
per month and.$2.50 each where two are used. This 
was done against the almost unanimous report of 
the committee which had examined the subject, 
and before whom careful testimony had been 
placed as to the cost of telephone service. 

This raised at once two questions of the highest 
importance to our licensees: 

First—The question of the right of the Legisla- 
ture to make such restrictions. 

Second—The question of public policy in respect 
to such legislation. 

A case testing the validity of the law was 
brought and carried up to the Supreme Court of 
Indiana, and the Central Union Company, doing the 
telephone business of Indiana, gave testimony be- 
yond dispute that telephone service in Indian- 
apolis and other cities actually cost that company 
more than $8 per month per subscriber. That 
court has recently decided that the law is valid, 
but has accOmpanied this decision by language 
which implies a doubt whether the law is either 
wise or just. The court based its opinion largely 
upon the so-called police power of the State, 
which is said to confer the right to control matters 
affecting the safety and convenience of the public, 
and quoted the case of a restriction enforced 
against the patent owners Of a dangerous oil in be- 
half of its position. 

But there is no question as to public safety in- 
volved in the telephone law, and as the telephone 
is certainly a convenience to the public, of less 
consequence than the supply of food and clothing, 
it does not seem probabie that the right to regulate 
the telephone business, even without considering 
the question of patent right, exists, unless the 
State has the power to regulate prices of all other 
commodities. If this general power does exist, 
surely the patent richt must give some protection 
to a business which wholly depends for its peculiar 
‘value upon patented inventions. 

The court made the distinction that the price for 
the right to practice the invention could not de in- 
terfered with, but that as soon as the invention 
was embodied in a tangible articie, like the tele- 
phone, the State possessed the right to limit the 
price for the use of it. Thisis to assert that the 
State has only to take one step round in order to 
practically accomplish that which the court itself 
says it must not do, and this whole ground is so 

opposed to the generally accepted theory upon 
which patented articies have been bought and put 
into use, and to the whole theory of the patent 
law which purports to insare full protection for 
the exclusive use of the invention during the life 
of the patent, that it seems incomprehensible that 
the view of the Indiana court can be correct. 

In consequence of this decision the Central 
Union Company is obliged to close its exchanges in 
the principal cities and large towns; there seems 
to be no other course, unless the company is will- 
ing to do business at a heavy loss until the rate 
law can be repealed. The public will necessarily 
be put to serious inconvenience, and the teiepbone 
company is heipless to give relief. In Ohio and 
New Jersey similar bills which were before the 
Legislatures of those States have been rejected or 
postponed, and we have every confidence that the 
same result will be reached in several other States, 
including Massachusetts, where the same legisia- 
tion has been attempted. 

The Indiana case is to be appealed to the Unitea 
States Supreme Court, and the result will be 
awaited with anxiety by many others than those 
interested in telephone property. If the States 
possess such right as is claimed by the Indiana 
court the motive ot public policy should still op- 
erate against its exercise. Why should the tele - 
phone business be regulated as to price more than 
other industries? 

Had an offer been madein the first place to put a 

‘wire, a awitch apparatus, and operators, day and 
night, at the service of each subscriber, and to 
charge not over five cents per connection within 
usual exchange limits, can it be doubted that such 
a charge would everywhere have been accepted as 
moderate? la fact, the cost to the subscriber for 
exchange service varies from two to seven cents 
per connection, according to amount of use and 
quality of service required, and the average is not 

‘far from four cents. The price of connections from 
one eXchange to another is from ten cents up- 
wards, according to distance, which compares most 
favorably witn telegraph messages, since immedi- 
ate response is secured and a conversation of three 
minutes or even more, allowing the exchange of 
several hundred words, instead of the ten-word 
message of common use in telegraphy, with con- 
siderable delay in getting replies. A telephone 
subscriber's wire, too, is used On an average but 
about five times a day, and must de maintained in 
idieness the rest of the time, while a telegraph 
company only maintains as many wires as it ex- 
pects to keep busy. in Boston and its branch 
Offices alone, for example, the telephone company 
maintains 4.565 miles of wire, which are mostly in 
idleness nine-tenths of the time. 

Different qualities of telephone service are just 
as necessary as different qualities of clothing, 
food, or railroad service, and prices of telephone 
exchange service must vary as surely as prices of 
other commodities, unless cities are willing to con- 
tent themselves with the kind of equipment and 
service which answers in a Village, which they are 
not. In asmalitown one ¢an only reach perbaps 
100 te 200 persons, in a city asm ny thousand: this 
is worth the difference, especially since the appa- 
ratus must be much more costiy throughout. 

With the improvements which are rapidly ¢om- 
ing into use the aim must be nothing less than to 
provide a complete working system throughout 
the United States which will give facilities fort in- 
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To any one who will th nk what it would mean, 
if instant verbal communication could be had by 
any person here with every city and town in New 
England, and as far as Philadelphia, perhaps even 
Washington and Chicago, with similar facilities in 
all parts of the country, it must be clear that this 
is something well worth the risk of money, 
thought, and labor by the companies—well worth 
encouragement from the peopie. The work that 
Has been done is at least some guaranty of what 
will follow if the protection promised by our 
patents is not interfered with. The pudite is ripe 
for the use of such a convenience, the inventive 
talent of the country is providing new methods for 
making it available—wii! the Legisiatures inter- 
pose to prevent all progress, through misconcep- 
tion of the problem., or because misied by interest- 
ed parties? 

The directors feel that the outlook ahead is 
promising, that there is good prospect of an early 
Tavorabie termination of our most important suits, 
and strong reason to hope that further unjust leg - 
islation will not be seriously attemptéd, so that we 
may look forward to an opportunity to devote our- 
selves to the extension and completion of our tele- 
phone work.

Tus TRIBUNE a few days ago related the kill- 
ing of one Buck Moore, a horseman, at Minne- 
apolis dy J. D. Martin, another dealer in borse- 
flesh, This incident brought to light a swindle, 
or a series of swindies, perpetrated by these 
two men upon horse importers of Central III.

Hartley, who is a rich and influential citizen of 
Salem. It is aiso found that the mortgages 
taken by Duncan are worthless. Messrs. Dun- 
ham of Wayne, III., and Elwood of DeKalb, 
III., Norman importers, were also swindled by 
the same gang.

Decatur, III., March 80.—[Special.|—The 
gag squabble was settled today by Judge Smith 
giving a decision in favor of the city. The 
gas company has exclusive right in Decatur 
granted by ordinance in 1867, for thirty years, 
poviding said company shall furnish gas of 
good quality and on as favorable terms as the 
company at Springfield. For four yéars past 
the company at the Capital has charged but 
$1.50 per 1.000 feet. In Decatur the charge 
has been and is now $2. The city refused to 
pay the bills, suit was brought, and the Judge 
decides that the company is bound by the 
agreement. It is thought much litigation 
against the company will be instituted by pri- 
vate consumers, who claim that they bave been 
paying illegal rates for four years.

Indiana—A Life-Sentence Confirmed. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Iad., March 30.—(Special.|— 
The Supreme Court today affirmed the case of 
Lutber P. Brown, who was sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life in the Madison County 
Court for the murder of Eii F. Cummings in 
April, 1884. 

Evansville is especially interested in a de- 
cision rendered tuday by the Supreme Court. 
When her charter was granted, more than forty 
years ago, it provided that the tax-levy for 
municipal purposes sbouid not exeeed tbree- 
fourths of one cent, but a more recent legis- 
lative enactment increased the limit to one and 
one-fourth cents.

In addition to the strain 
enforced upap ber miud by this, ber school- 
mates ridiculed ber about her nationality, and, 
being very sensitive, this causea ber much 
mortification and sadness. These combined 
led to her insanity.
